It Will Be on the Frame of 
the Consular Bill. 


One Way of Making an End of 
Filibustering. 


Friends of Annexation and Bellig- 
erency Can Now Work “To- 
gether—Spenker of the House 
Powerless to Prevent a Vote. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Seeing ahead signs of fili- 
bustering against the Hawatlian treaty 
and desiring to bring the matter to a 
speedy end, the friends of annexation 
in the upper House today decided to 
attach a declaration of the annexation 
of the islands to the United States as 
a rider to the Consular and Diplomatic 
Appropriation Bill. Astride with Ha- 
waii will be placed Cuba, and as many 
opponents of annexation are friend of 
the proposition to accord belligerent 
rights to the struggling Cubans, it is 
believed the pair will be carried through 
the Senate safely and rapidly by the 
appropriation measure. 

For such action there are many prec- 
edents, and the only one point stand- 
ing in the way of this step is whether 
the Senators favoring annexation by 
treaty will refuse to stand by the 
islands, when it comes to over-riding 
the rules of the Senate and declaring 
annexation by legislative enactment. 
Only a majority is necessary to com- 
plete the present plans, and that the 
treaty has now fifty-five votes fav- 
oring it is admitted by Senator White 
and other opposition leaders. Possible 
defections of Senators by reason of dis- 
agreements as to methods would not 
be more than five, so there would be a 
clear majority of eleven for the resolu- 
tion. 

When 
through at the extra session, its ma- 
jority was almost twice as great as 
this, and there has been no falling off 
in the number of friends of the island 
since that vote was taken. That there 
will be a strong filibuster against any 
such proposition as is now proposed, is 
assured, not only from the fact that 
Senator White, who leads the anti-an- 
nexation contest, is likewise opposed 
to the recognition of Cuban belliger- 
ency, but by his colleagues in the fight 
against Hawaii, who have not as ‘yet 
been heard on the floor in executive 
session. 

Should the bill come back to the 
House bearing both the Hawaiian and 
Cuban riders, these could not be forced 
out by a ruling of the chair, but 
would have to be met by a straight 
vote on concurrence in the Senate 
amendments. On the Cuban matter 
this is a point for which the Demo- 
crats have been fighting all along, 
and they believe there are enough Re- 
publicans ready to vote with them 
once the question comes up to pass it. 

While they do not stand together on 
Hawaii, it is believed that enough 
Democrats would vote with the Repub- 
licans to give the resolution declaring 
for annexation a majority of not less 
than thirty, despite the fact that the 
opposition of Speaker Reed has done 
considerable to weaken the annexa- 
tion cause in the lower house, since 
there has been talk of resorting to a 
joint resolution to secure the admis- 
sion of the islands. 

Senator White seems more confident 
of success than ever, and today asked 
Senator Davis, in charge of the treaty, 
to agree upon a time for a vote on an- 
nexation. Senator Davis said he could 
not do this, as so many Senators wished 
to speak that it would be impossible to 
make an agreement. This is the first 
time that White has been sufficiently 


confident .of enough votes to prevent 


annexation that he would risk a vote. 

Senator Teller will speak next, and 
after an hour's talk will give way to 
Senator White. Senator Morrill has 
given notice that he will speak during 
the first hour some day next week. He 
probably will occupy an hour. Senator 
Davis continues confident that the 
treaty has sixty votes or more.

Annexation Means Opportunities far 
American Capital and Labor. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SALT LAKE (Utah,) Jan. 21.—A 
special to the Tribune from Rawlins, 
Wyo., says:

Mr. Dole 
was questioned concerning the purpose

the Cuban resolution went 


rectly before Congress. He had been 
sent to the United States by_ the Coun- 
cil of State because it was the general 
desire of influential men of Hawaii 
that he should come for the purpose of 
conferring with the Hawaiian delega- 
tion at Washington and with President 
McKinley and the officers of his ad- 
ministration. If it was desired he was 
prepared to give all the information on 
Hawaiian affairs at his command to 
these officers. 

“Ccmcerning the franchise in Ha- 
waii, President Dole said the sentiment 
was strongly againsi extending it to 
Japanese and Chinese residents. 

“In the evemt of failuro to sequre 
annexation, President Dole thceught the 
present government would be contin- 
ued. The growth and cermmercial im- 
portancos of the islands would be greaily 
retarded if annexation should fail. 
Should the treaty be ratified. the close 
relations would afford a greater oppor- 
tunity for American capital and labor 
on the islands.” 

CHICAGO ENLIVENING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—Reception com- 
mittees galore will exiemd greeting to 
President Dole of the Hawaiian Islands.

Gov. Tanner replied that he had been 
suffering several days with a slight at- 
tack of rheumatism, and as he had ar- 
ranged to start Saturday for Hot 
Springs with a party of ladies and gen- 
tlemen, it would be impossible for him 
to attend.

JAPAN HAS MOBILIZED 
FORCES. 


R NAVAL 


A Fleet of Nime Battleships Will 
Leave for Chinese Waters in the 
Course of a Week—British Com- 
ment on the News. 


[ASSOCIATED "RESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Jan. 21—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The St. James Gazette this 
afternoon, commenting upon the dis- 
patch from Yokohama saying that a 
fieet of nine Japanese warships will 
leave Japan in the course of a week 
for Chinese waters, says: 

“Japan is prepared for war. That 
in a nutshell is the news from Yoko- 
hama today, and it is really the first 
news from Japan since the beginning 
of the Chinese crisis. It was obvious 
that the Japanese government had 
stopped telegraphic communication, 
wihich it never does except when mob- 
ilizing the army or navy. That is pre- 
cisely what it has been.doing. It is 
understood that the destination of the 
fleet is Wei-Hai-Wei, and there is no 
doubt that the movement means that 
the status quo in China, so far as 
Manghuria and Korea are concerned, 
shall not be altered by Russia or any 
combination of Russia’s allies, in defi- 
ance of Great Britain and Japan. So 
long as the defenders’ policy is equali- 
ity of opportunity in China, they are 
in a position to enforce their claims.” 

TAKING SOUNDINGS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BERLIN, Jan. 21.—The_ Berlin 
Neuste Nachrichten announces that 
the German warships are still sound- 
ing Kiaochau Bay, adding that the 
exact site of the port is not yet fixed, 
and that the government intends that 
the construction of the commercial 
port shall be borne by private compa- 
nies. It is further stated that one 
company has already been formed to 
construct the docks. 

TWO FRENCH BATTLESHIPS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PARIS, Jan. 21.—Orders have been 
received at Cherbourg and Toulon re- 
spectively, to immediately prepare the 
battleships Bruix and Vauban to re- 
inforce the French squadron in the Far 
East. The ships will sail January 24. 
Admiral Debaumont has been appointed 
commander-in-chief .of the French 
squadron in the Far East. He will 
hoist his flag on board the Vauban. 

JAPAN’S STRENGTH. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 21.—The St. James Ga- 
zette also gives prominence to a list 
of the shins in the Japanese navy, 
points out its immense fighting strength 
and says: “Even with Great Britain 
@& mere sympathetic onlooker, it is 
probable that Japan could finish off 
all of the Russian and German war- 
ships east of the Suez Canal in short 
order. Great Britain, even including 
the Powerful, has not a vessel in the 
North Pacific capable of standing in 
battle line against the three different 
battleships Japan possesses.” 


EVERLASTING ROW. 


Fight Among Railroads Over Di- 
vision of Pacific Caast Business.

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—A row has

Boyce’s Talk by ‘Phone 
Taken Down,

Manager Dunbar of the Gibson 
House Testifies, 


Kept Tab on All of Smoothy’s 
Wire Interviews. 


Threatened Death to the Man Who 
Should Betray Him—Taking of 
Testimony in the Bribery Case 
Transferred to Cin@innati. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CINCINNATI (0.,) Jan. 21.—The 
legislative committee investigating the 
charges of bribery in the recent elec- 
tion of a United States Senator at 
Columbus held session to- 
night, and will continue its sittings 
here tomorrow. The examination was 
held in the assembly room of the Gik- 
son House. It is charged in the reso- 
lutions adopted separately by both 
branches cf the Ohio Legislature, that 
H. H. Boyce of New York came to 
the Gibson House in this city, a few 
days before the balloting for United 
States Senator began, and made a 
proposition of bribery to Representa- 
tive Otis. Boyce stopped at the Gib- 
son House. 

It is charged by members of the 
committee that Boyce fled from this 
city Monday, January 10, and that he 


cannot now be located, although the 
committee has exhausted its re- 
sources in trying to secure his. at- 


tendance as a witness. 

The committee was given quite a 
telephone exhibition before it as- 
sembled. The Great Southern Hotel at 
Columbus (which was the headquar- 
ters of the anti-Hanna men during the 
recent contest,) was called up, and 
while the committee was talking in 
the private office of the Gibson House 
with parties in Columbus, Jerry Bliss 
and his stencgrapher were at the tele- 
phone downstairs in the hotel office, 
taking off all that was said. ‘This was 
done to show how all of the conver- 
sations of Boyce with certain parties 


in Columbus were taken do while 
Boyce was here, and the )naterial 
contest was going on at ¢t State 


capital. It is alleged that all of the 
conversations were taken down, and 
are a matter of record, without any 
wire-tapping, as the different tele- 
phones in the Gibson ..ouge are all 
on the same circuit. 

Horace B. Dunbar, proprietor and 
manager of the Gibson House, was 
the only witness examined tonight. 
The clerks and others at the hotel will 
be examined tomorrow. Dunbar pro- 
duced his hotel register, showing that 
Henry H. Boyce of New York occu- 
pied room No. 226 from January 6 to 
January 10. Dunbar testified to hav- 
ing his suspicions aroused, and said 


the -Miller detective agency 


he set the clerks to watching Boyce. 
Allen O. Meyers, Jr., one of the day 
clerks, arranged for a stenographer’s 
report of the conversations Boyce had 
over the telephone during the day. 
Russell Pryor, the night clerk, took 
down the convereations at night. Boyce 
was given the key to the private of- 
fice on the second floor whenever he 
wanted it, and the arrangements 
downstairs were always complete for 
reports of whatever went over the 
telephone wires when Boyce was using 
the privaie cffice. The stenographer 
who has a desk in the office was 
called into requisition whenever Boyce 
called any cne up. 

Dunbar recited many of these con- 
versations over the long-distance tele- 
phone. In one of them “the major” 
was called up at Columbus, and said: 
“Shane and the President. will ar- 
range things on Sa‘urday.” 

Boyce replied: ‘Have seen one of 
the party. Wants money. How can 
I handle him?” 

The reply from Columbus was: “Sup- 
pose ©. betrays you. what then?’ 
Dunbar said that Boyce replied: 
danger; I would kill him.

the managers agains! Hanna, was 
called up Friday, January 7, by Jerry 


Bliss and told of the situation here 
and what Boyce was doing. Meyers 
advised Bliss that a man named Hol- 
lenbeck would lecve Columbus for 
Cincinnati that night with money, and 
to have him watched. The next morn- 
was 
employed to watch Boyce and keep 
track ef Hollenbeck on his arrival. On 
January ‘8, H. H. Hollenbeck of 
Chardcn, O., registercod at the Gibson 
House. He had no room assigned to 
him, but was seen to communicate 
with Boyce. They watched all the 
movements of Hollenbeck, and traced 
him to the Union Trust and Savings 
Bank. of which J. G. Schmidtlapp was 
president. He was then traced to the 
different places of meeting, as charged 
by Representative tis. 

When the testimony of Dunbar was 
concluded, the committee adjourned 
until 9 a.m. tomorrow. 

M'KISSON WILL CONTEST.

No Division on the Vote in 
Executive Session. 


Senator Allen Wastes Breath iz 
Opposing the Nomination—Mrs, 
Roberts and Her Moral Char- 
acter Under Consideration, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The Sene 
ate devoted its principal attention in 
executive session today to the nomina- 
tion of Atty.-Gen. McKenna to be a 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

When the doors were closed, the Ha- 
waiian treaty was laid aside in order 
to afford opportunity to consider the 
McKenna and other nominations. An 
effort was made to secure the confirma- 
tion of the nomination of Gen. Long- 
street to be Commissioner of Rail- 
roads, but Senator Vest objected to 
immediate action, and the nomination 
went over until another day. Mr. Vest 
did not state his objections, beyond 
mentioning the fact that they were not 
personal. 

The nomination of Atty.-Gen. Meoe« 
Kenna was then taken up in accord- 
ance with the agreement reached last 
week to dispose of this nomination to- 
day. Senator Allen immediately took 
the floor in continuance of his attack 
upon the Attorney-General. He pre- 
sented a large number of documents 
in support of his contention that Mr. 
McKenna was not competent to dis- 
charge the duties of the high office of 
Justice on the Supreme Bench. 

Senator Allen occupied almost the 
entire executive session with his speech 
in opposition to the confirmation, 
though there were brief remarks by 
Senators Turner and Wilson of Washe- 
ington and others, favorable to Mr. 
McKenna. There was no division on 
the vote. | 

ENAT¥R PERKINS INTERRUPTS. 

[*SSU ATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


Senator Allen had before him the 
charges filed with the Committee on 
Judiciary, which he read at length. 
These comprised a large number of 
letters, some resolutions and the pro- 
test of lawyers and judges of the Pa- 
cific Coast, charging that McKenna ia 
unfitted for the high office of Supreme 
Court Justice on the ground of a want 
of legal attainments. He commented 
at length upon this latter document, 
and was interrupted by Senator Per- 
Kins of California, who read a@ pube- 
lished defense of Judge McKenna,. giv- 
ing statistics to show that he had not, 
as Judge of the California Federal 
court, been more frequently reversed 
by superior tribunals than had other 
judges of the same rank. There were 
also other interruptions during the day, 
but the proceedings were devoid of 
general interest. 

Mr. Allen spoke for about three 
hours. He said he was convinced of 
Mr. McKenna’s unfitness for the office. 
He did not insist on a roll call when 
the vote Was taken, and the vote was 
favorable to confirma- 
tion. 

SENATE AND HOUSE.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—An agree- 
ment was reached by the Senate to- 
day that a firal vote on the Teller

DEBATE ON SILVER.

The following Repub- 
licans joined with the Democrats and 
Populists: Messrs. Bartholdt, Mis- 
souri; Beach, Ohio: Broderick, Kan- 
sas; Hager, Iowa: Ellis, Oregon; Joy, 
Missouri; Linney, North Carolina; 
Lovering, Low, New York; McCall, 
Massachusetts: Mahaney, Miner, Mor- 
ris, Olmstead, Pearce, Missouri; Pear- 
son, Shannon, W. A. Smith and Spald- 
ing. 

Mr. Lacey then called up the bill 
to extend the public lands law to the 
Territory of Alaska, and to grant a 
general right-of-way to railroads.

THE RUIZ CASE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs today 
agreed to make a favorable report on 
the resolution of Mr. Williams of Mis- 
souri, asking the State Department for 
information on the Ruiz case. The 
resolution is as follows: 

‘Resolved, that the Secretary of 
State be directed, if in his opinion 
compatible with the public interest, to 


as 


send to the House the reports made to 


the department by Consul-General Lee 
and other reports made to the depart- 
ment by comsuls or commercial agents 
of the United States on the subject of 
the execution of Col. Ruiz by the Cuban 
military authorities.” 

There was no division over the reso- 
lution, and the vote was unanimous in 
favor of reporting it. Beyond this there 
was no reference to the Cuban question 
except in the reference to the sub-com- 
mittee of the various Cuban ‘fesolu- 
tions introduced recently. 

The Ruiz referred to in the resolu- 
tion is not Dr. Ruiz, killed at a suburb 
of Havana, whose case has attracted 
much attention, but Col. Ruiz, the 
Spanish officer at Havana, who is said 
to have gone under a flag of truce to 
meet the insurgents and urge them 
to accept autonomy. After entering 
the insurgent lines his proffer of au- 
.tonomy was rejected, and he was ex- 
ecuted by order of the insurgent com- 
mander. 

Mr. Williams, author of the Ruiz 
resolution, says the inquiry is for the 
purpose of correcting a public misap- 
prehension as to the facts in the execu- 
tion of Col. Ruiz. The latter, Mr. 
Williams says, never had the right to 
claim immunity under a flag of truce, 
as he had been warned by the insur- 
gent commander, Arangueren, that he 
would be amenable to the decrees of 
the insurgent government, one of which 
was that any person entering the in- 
surgent camp and proposing autonomy 
should be treated as a spy. Mr. Wil- 
liams says there is authority for stat- 
ing that Col. Ruiz entered Aran- 


gueren’s camp with this understanding, 


and took his chances accordingly. He 
said also that he urged autonomy and 
suggested that specific benefits woulda 
be conferred upon the insurgent lead- 
ers, if they should accept the proposi- 
tion. One of Arangueren’s associa‘es 
demanded that he do his duty in ac- 
cordarce with the decree of the in- 
surgent government, whereupon Ruiz 
was shot.

No Chance for the Territories at 
This Sesston of Congress. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—A special. to 


the Tribune from Washington says that 
the fate of the Territories now press- 
ing forward for Statehood already has 
been practically settled, and unless the 
unexpected shall happen, there will be 
no Territorial legislation at this ses- 
sion. 

The House Committee on Territories 
after giving hearings in advocacy of 
admitting Arizona, New Mexico and 
Oklahoma into the sisterhood of 
States, fixed on next Wednesday for 
the vote on these measures. There is 
little doubt of the result of the 
meeting.

-publicans 1-,uster eight, while there are 


seven Democrats. The Republicans 
will vote solidly against admission of 
any of the Territories, which will pre- 
vent the measures coming before the 
House. 

The Senate committee is likewise 
disposed. Chairman Knox of the 
House Committee on Territories has 
talked over the situation informally at 
various times with members of the 
committee at the other wing of the 
Capitol, and the two bodies are work- 
ing along the same lines. With these 
cases disposed of adversely, the prop- 
osition will be submitted again with 
renewed vigor at the next session of 
Congress. 

Arizona, New Mexico and Oklahoma 
are the only regularly organized Ter- 
ritories now remaining, in view of the 
parceling out of Indian Territory 
among the five civilized tribes and the 
only remaining Territory legislation in 
sight would be on the transition of 
Alaska from a district into a single 
or two Territories, and the admission 
into Statehood of Indian Territory 
after 1 five tribes shall be broken 
up, and the entire section reorganized. 

As to Alaska, Chairman Knox says 
he does not believe the time is yet 
ripe for making it a Territory. He 
believes the population there is too 
shifting, and that the existing form 
of government should be broadened in 
the way of extending the jurisdiction 
of the United States courts under com- 
missioners, and enlarging the military 
feature of the administration of the 
district. As to the Indian Territory, 
the Dawes commission already had an- 
nounced the hopeless prospect. of 
reaching any further agreements with 
the five tribes, and the only way of 
straightening out the complicated con- 
dition of affairs is by Congressional 
legislation.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Jan. 21.—The fa- 
mous Hillmon insurance casa, which 
has been fought through five trials, 
was settled today, so far as the claim 
against the New York Life Insurance 
Company is concerned. Hillmon was 
insured in this compamy for $10,000, 
but upon’ what basis the compromise 
was made cannot be ascertained, as 
the attorneys on both sides absolutely 
refuse to talk. One report has it that 
Mrs. Hillmon reveives the full amount 
of her claims,” $10,000, and  imterest, 
amounting to $11,000. 

When Insurance Commissioner Webb 
McNall was apprised of the New York 
Life’s action in settling the . Hillmon 
claim, this afternoom, he promptly 
granted its attorneys a license for the 
year almost past and ending February, 
1898, and also for ‘the mext license year. 

This McNall said tonight renders 
valid amy business the company might 
have done the past year without a li- 
cense. It was the refusal to settle the 
Hillmon claims upon which Insurance 
Commissioner McNall based his action 
in revoking the license of the interested 
compamies last “March, The Mutual 
Life was one of these, and is at present 
barred from the State by a judgment 
of ouster from the Supreme Court. 
The Connecticut Mutual is abiding by 
MecNall’s action in revoking its license 
and has made oo fight. 

The New York Life brought suit 
against McNall for damages. Later 
the suit was dropped suddenly. Tie

TRENTON (N. J.,) Jan. 21.—Grover 
Cleveland has purchased a tract of 
land near Princeton, to be used as a 
game preserve. 

Mr. Cleveland has become satisfied 
that the territory in which he is living 
is the finest hunting land inthe State. 
He has roamed over every inch of the 
land within ten miles of Princeton and 
has found game in abundance. 

Mr. Cleveland realizes that he cannot 
afford to become a common trespasser 
on the farmers around Princeton, and 
so he and his friend, Samuel Stockton, 
have selected a tract of wild land near 
Rosedale, on the farm of Capt. Foster 
W. Van Kirk. The tract consists of 
enghty-five acres, for which $900 was 
paid. It is full of rabbits and quail, 
but Mr. Cleveland intends to stock it 
with good game and put a pretty little 
lodge house upon it. It is only two 
and a half miles from his home in 
Princeton, and is easy of access from 
the Princeton station, so -that his 
friends whom he expects to entertain 
can go to Princeton Junction on fast 
trains that do not connect from 
Princeton proper.

CALIFORNIA ORANGES MAKING A 
MARKET AT NEW YORK, 


> 


The Daty Curtailing Largely the 
Shipments of Sicilian Fruit. 
Large Sales of Prunes are also 
Deing Made. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—LExclusive. 
Dispatch.] The Journal of Commerce 
eays that trade in oranges has . been 
revolutionized within the past two or 
three seasons by the growing promi- 
nence of the California product. The 
increase in duty of the present tariff 
law has, it is claimed, curtailed ship- 
ments from Mediterranean ports, es- 
pecially in Sicily fruit. So far this 
year there have been received but. 1800 
boxes of new-crop. Sicilian oranges, 
against 4200 boxes for the same time @ 
year ago and 14,400 boxes in 1896, while 
the quantity now on the way is very 
small. 

Receipts of Valencia cases, by com- 
parison with former years, does not 
show euch decided gem off, though 
they were considerably smaller than in 
previous years, and, according to ad- 
vices from England, will, during the 
batance of the season, be light. 

Arrivals at English ports show @ 
considerable proportion of poor fruit, 
and the cost of sound stock, which 
buyers here want, is thereby propote 
tionately increased. According to sta@ 
tistics of receipts kept by the Fruit- 
Buyers’ Union, arrivals of Valencia 
oranges at this port from the beginning 
of the season to date have amounted 
to about four thousand cases, against 
4600 cases for the same period last 
year and 5700 cases in 1896, but the 
steck afloat or to be shipped to this 
port is said to show much greater de- 
ficit. 

Rumors of large sales of prunes for 
arrival from California are 
by the majority of people in the trade 
with confidence. There has beena bet- 
ter business of late, both on spot and 
for future delivery, and the market is 
decidedly firmer. 

SICILY SUFFERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

ROME, Jan. 21.—The action of the 
Dingley tariff has caused a crisis in 
the orange and lemon trade in the 
southern provinces of the peninsula 
and in Sicily. In many. places prices 
are so low that the fruit does not pay 
for the plucking.

SHEEHAN’S ALLEGED SHORTAGE, 


The Yosemite Commissioner Says No 
One Will Lose Anything, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 21.—A Bee re- 
porter met Gen. John T. Sheehan this 
morning and tried to interview him on 
the alleged shortage in the accounts of 
the Yosemite commissioners. Sheehan at 
first declined to bé interviewed, aver- 
ring that he had nothing to say. When 
further pressed, he declared that he 
did not wish to talk about the alleged 
inaccuracies in his books. 

“You may say,” he remarked, “that

When 
I get time to look them over, every- 
thing will be straightened out and no 
one will lose anything.’’ 

When asked if’ it were true that he 
had withheld his bank-deposit book, he 
replied: “‘Yes, I have the book, and I 
am responsible for it. It is my book, 
and why should I not keep it? I tell 
you, again, this will come out all 
right.” Concluding, Sheehan said: “I 
do not want to say anything further 
about this matter, but there is politics 
in it, and it will come out all right.” 


SHORTRIDGE WILL RECOVER. 


Dr. Curnow Says the Editor Has No 
Bright’s Disease.

SAN JOSE, Jan. 21.—Dr. J. R. Cur- 
now, the family physician of GC. M. 
Shortridge, who has been attending the 
sick man at Gilroy Hot Springs, is in 
town, and gives an intelligent state- 
ment ,and the first coming from the 
bedside, concerning Mr. Shortridge’s 
condition.

The prostration is so complete 
that I can say Mr. Shortridge has been

Quite as many women as men 
occupy the houses. Yesterday, while 
about two hundred men and women 
were in the little houses, a fierce gale 
sprung up suddenly, the wind reaching 
a velocity of between fifty and sixty 
miles an hour. The wind had a clean 
sweep across the lake and struck those 
little howses with terrific force, tip- 
ping some of them over and carrying 
others away across the ice. Many of 
the persons received severe cuts and 
bruises. The wind, off shore, was so 
fierce that the ice, weakened by rain 
that morning, beg~an to crack and break 
along the shore. A line of blue water 
that marked the break began to widen 
with alarming speed. Men and women 
began a mad rush toward the shore, 
from which relief parties in small 
boats had commenced to put off to the 
rescue. 

The shores of Put-in-Bay were lined 
with the relatives and friends of the 
people on the drifting ice. Rescuing 
parties forced their boats in among the 
broken cakes of ice at the imminent 
yisk of losing their own lives. Their at- 
tention was given first to those who 
had fallen into the water, and after 
they were all picked up, ho were 
drifting out on the cakes of he were 
taken off. Many of those thus saved 
were benumbed, and some of them were 
unconscious. The rescuers worked he- 
roically in the face of great dangers, 
and succeeded in bringing to shore 
every one of the 200 people.

Ready to Act Shonlid Congressional 
Jingoism Continue.

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—A special to 
the Press from Washington, D. C., 
says that advices from Havana are to 
the effect that Captain-General Blanco 
must join with the rebellious army or 
return to Spain. The mutinous of- 
ficers are having everything their own 
way. None of the ringleaders of the 
recent attack on the newspaper offices 
have been punished. It seems to be 
the best opinion in Havana that Blanco 
will yield to the demands of the nrmy, 
but he has no authority to abandon 
the plan for autonomy. ' 
Reports that Marshal Campos may 
be sent back to Cuba are premature, 
He might be tried*again, it is thought, 
should autonomy prove a failure. He

“*The imperial governmént of Ger- 
many, moreover has declared officially 
that Dreyfus never had relations with 
their agents. The allegation of the in- 
dictment, therefore, is absolutely false. 
The second fact is that the official com- 
munications made to the press af- 
firm that the indictment contains. only 
a part of the proofs of Dreyfus’s guilt, 
while the rest are kept secret, having 
been made only to the judges during 
the trial. In other words, Dreyfus was 
not condemned legally. He was de- 
prived of rank, disgraced and trans- 
ported beyond the seas without a legal 
trial, upon the unsupported opinion of 
a few comrades: 

*“*A government which, in the face 
of these confessed facts, refuses to 
review the Dreyfus court-martial, as- 
suredly is more devoid of conscience 
than any hitherto KnoWn among civ- 
ilized people. That is the judgment of 
all Europe, be assured. Furthermore 
Europe admires what you have done. I 
always have held the opinion that the 
work. of a romance writer or a poet 
beasr the same relation to himself per- 
sonally as notes do to the bank which 
issues them and which should have 
on hand securities corresponding to the 
issue. We see now that if your works 
have circulated thréughout the world 
to increase the courage and enrich the 
heart of humanity, it is because you, 
yourself, are a man of courage and 
heart.

The Premier, M. Meline, declared 
there was no ground for. such fears. 
Continuing, he’ denied that the govern- 
ment was composed of clericals, or that 
it was under pontifical direction, add- 
ing that the so-called clerical peril 
was only put forward to divert atten- 
ticn from the soclalist and revolution- 
ary peril. Ex-Minister Goblet then 
moved the separation of chur and 
state, which was defeated by’ 319 to 
192 votes. 

Several members denounced the in- 
terference of Chief Rabbi Zaddockan 
in the Esterhazy affair, whereupon M. 
Melard replied that if the chief rabbi 
had acted improperly, he could be de- 
prived of his salary. . 

M. de Mahy called attention to the 
propaganda of English and German 
pastors in various parts of France, de- 
nouncing them amid applause as 
“spies,”” and as being a “veritable peril 
to the existence of the fatherland.”’ 

The estimates were then adopted. 

M. Dutrieux moved the denunciation 
of the Concordat, or understanding be- 
tween the French government and the 
Vatican.

HURTING FRENCH TRADE. 


Demand That Heavy Tax Le Pat on 
American Oils. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGH? REPORT.) 
PARIS, Jan. 21.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Minister of Commerce, M. 


Boucher, today received a deputation 
representing the meanuf*cturers and 
business men of several departments, 
who urged that protective duitjes be 
imrosed oils and oil seeds. 
Craux, president of the Customs Com- 


mittee of the Chamber of Deputies, said 
America was swamping the European 


markets with cheap cil seeds, thereby 
causing a big break in the prices of 
industrial securities. Therefore, he ad- 


ded, the interests they represented were 


joined with the agriculturists in asking 


that measures be taken to prevent their 
common ruin. M. Craux added that ‘the 
United States cannot object to any in- 
crease in the duties, because’ they 
themselves impose a duty of f.73 on 
olive oil, while we only ask a duty of 
from f.20 to f.25. 

M. Boucher, in reply, said that he 
was true to protectionist doctrines, and 
recognized the danger to French oil 
works from this new American compe- 
tition, but the government, he added, 
had not yet delikerated upon the mat- 
ter, and, therefore, he could not make 
any premises. Moreover, he could only 
speak with the greatest reserve, owing 
to the negotiations now proceeding with 
the United States. 

Continuing, M. Boucher remarked: 
“Nevertheless, the question of protec- 
tion, which is urged by such an influ- 
ential Gerutation, merits serious atten- 
tion, and the government will not op- 
pose modifications of customs duties 
that the Chamber may be disposed to 
discuss.”’

VALUABLE HINTS ABOUT THE OUT- 
FITS OF ADVENTURERS, 


Crucial Test Comes Between Paget 
Sound and Dyea—Winter and 
Summer Travel Through 
Chilcoot Pass, 


Conservative estimates place the 
number of people who will go to Alaska 
and the Yukon this year at 200,000, the 
great majority of whom will make the 
“overland” trip, by way of Dyea or 
Skaguay, over the Chilcoot or White 
Pass, thence down the lakes and the 
Yukon River to the interior. Very few 
of those who are preparing for the trip 
know anything about the hardships 
they will encounter on the route. 

The purpose of this article is not to 
set forth the opportunities and ad- 
vantages offered by the Yukon gold 
fields, nor to urge or encourage peo- 
ple to go there, but is intended to give 
some valuable and hitherto unpub- 
lished information for the benefit of 
those who are actually going. The 
need of such information is at- 
tested by the failure to reach the inter- 
ior, of thousands who made the at- 
tempt during the past year, and by 
the frequent loss of boats and even 
of lives, in the rapids of the Yukon. 
The accompanying charts were made 
by a competent draughtsman, who has 
been over the route, and incude Miles 
Cafion, White Horse Rapids and Five 
Fingers, the three dangerous points on 
the Yukon. Any of these charts, as 
well as the charts covering the route 
over the famous Chilcoot Pass, will 
prove of incalculable practical value 
to those making the trip. 

The first inmportant question that 
confronts the prospective gold seeker 
is that of outfitting. Prospector’ will 
find that the merchants’ experience in 
the outfitting trade is of the greatest 
possible assistance to him, as the se- 
lection and packing of an outfit are 
matters of primary importance. In gen- 
eral, these matters may be left largely 
to the judgment of experienced out- 
fitters, but there are some details which 
the prospector should oversee person- 
ally. The following suggestions should 
be adopted, and arbitrarily insisted 
upon: 

1. Get the best quality of everything. 
2. As far as possible, have all pack- 
ages limited to fifty pounds. 

3. Use bags instead of boxes, with 
an oil or canvas bag outside. 

4. Have.a commissary box. 

5. Have’ contents of each. package 
clearly indicated on the outside, and do 
not put such articles as pepper, baking 
powder, soap, etc., in the same pack- 
ages. 

The matter of transportation from 
Puget Sound to Dyea is more important 
than most people realize, owing to the 
fact that the transportation companies 
will nearly all have more business than 
they can handle during the spring and 
summer rush. The situation in this re- 
spect is well illustrated by the fact 
that the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany, which is the pioneer company ins 
the field, and is better fitted to handle 
big business than any of its rivals, has 
issued an official warning that it will 
not be able.to care for its patrons un- 
less advance arrangements are made. 
Some other companies, however, are 
taking all the business that offérs, with 
the result that unless intending pas- 
sengers themselves exercise niore than 
ordinary precautions and select reliable 
transportation companies, they aré ant 
to find themselves stranded even before 
reaching Dyea. 

CHILCOOT PASS. 

The winter and spring trail follows 
the bed of the river from Dyea to the 
foot of the cafion, seven miles. Here the 
trail turns to the right and follows up 
the bed of a small stream putting into 
the Dyea River to Sheen Camp, six 
miles beyond. Sheep Camp should be 
made the first permanent camping place 
after leaving Dyea. There is no timber 
between there and Deep Lake, about 
eleven miles, and therefore this latter 
point is to be made the next perma- 
nent camping place. 

The moving of an outfit between these 
points requires care and the exercise of 
good judgment. It can be sledded to

the Scales, and from that peint packed 
to the summit, a distance of three-. 
fourths of a mile. Here the gocds showd 
be well covered and protected, as it 
frequently happens that a sudden storm 
prevents their being moved from this 
point for days at a time, ahd is also 
some times true at Sheep Camp. 

What is Known as winter and spring 
travel on the Chileoot, continues usu- 
ally until about the middle of May; 
that is, the transportation of goods on 
the ice and snow, by means of sleds. 
During this period the conditions for 
transportation are usuelly most favor- 
able during the month of March: and 
as a usual thing those who get away 
from Seattle or Port Townsend late in 
February, or early in March are as 


far advanced as those who leave 
earlier. 


Summer travel on the Chilcoot begins 
after the snow and ice have gone. The 
trip is then more difficult. Goods may 
be freighted on wagons to Finnegan's 
Point, four end a half miles from Dyea, 
and from there pack-horses may be 
used as far as the Scales. In the ab- 
seneeof_horses, goods may be packed 
the entire distance from the summit to 


the lakes, about nine miles, or they 
may be ferried across the intervening 
Yakes. Or, leaving Dyea, goods may be 
freighted in boats or canoes on the 
Dyea River to the head of canoe navi- 
gation, a distance of about five and 
a half miles. The Dyea is a swift and 
somewhat treacherous stream, and 
boating or canoeing up it is difficult 
by some risk to the 
outfit. 


MILES CANYON. 

This is the first bad piece of water 
reached after leaving Lake Bennett, 
and in some respects is the most dan- 
gerous part of the river. 

The approach to the cafion will be 
detected by the increase in the current 


ble for about three miles above it, and 
occasional boulders will be seen. In 
the approach care should be taken to 
keep near the right-hand bank, and a 
landing may be safely made in the 
eddy on the right-hand side at the 
head of the cafion. 

In making the start though, the 
boat should be pulled well out into 
the stream as indicated on the chart, 
with one man at the oars and another 
steering. About half way through the 
river broadens out into a basin on the 
left-hand side, forming a. whirlpool. 
The boat’s course should be directed 
slightly to the right, cutting through 
the edge of the whirl. 

Near the foot of the cafion is a large 
rock about the middle of the river, the 
couree being to the right. At high 
water this rock is submerged, but its 
l.cation can be determined by the gen- 
eral appearance. The landing is on 
the right-hand: bank just below the 
rock. The boat, to make this run suc- 
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cessfully, must be strongly built and 
not too heavily loaded. 
WHITE HORSE RAPIDS. 

About three miles below Miles Cafion 
are the famed Whiie Horso Rapids. 
The first indication the navigator has 
of this point is a sharn turn of the 
river to the left, and directly facing 
him on the right bank is a white bluff 
rising some three hundre: feet. At 
the lower end of this white bluff is a 
formation which is slightly indicative 
of a horse’s head, and these character- 
istics Bive the place iis name. This 
course of the river continues for about 
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a quatvter of @ mile, when it makes a 
square turn to the right, and then 
comes the White Horse proper. 

The river follows a straight course 
for about one-half mile between al- 
most perpendicular walls twelve cor fif- 
teen feet high. The rivev is about one 
hundred and fifty feet wide, and, as at 
the cafion, no landing can be made 
after once entering its rushing waiers. 
As at the cafion, also, great danger 
is ai the foot of the course, where th: 
river me2rrows, arid a ledge cf sciid 
rock ;.ojects from the .left-hand bank 
fully half way across. The rush of the 
Weteors through this gorge necessarily 
concentrates its foree at this point, 
and tre waves are from three to fivy 
feet high, and ccme in suck rapid suc- 
cession that 2 boat which is less than 
eighteen or twenty feet long, with any- 
thing of a load in, caunot pick up the 
second wave, but plunges beneath its 
deadly waters. 

Upon veaching the White Horse, land- 
ing should be made at the point “A” 
marked cn the chart, on the left-hand 
shore at the first bend, at which point 
will be found Kelly’s Danger Post, and 
the boat should be Kept well in to the 
left shore for half a mile above this 
pofat. From this point boat should 
be let down by line to the point Land- 
ing, marked on the chart. From 
here on through, one of two plans may 
be adopted. The boat with outfit may 
be let down by line to the reef at the 
lower end; or the outfit .may be port- 
aged from Landing “B” to the landing 
indicated below the reef. In case the 
first plan is adopted, the whole outfit, 
including the boat, should be portaged 
across this reef of rocks, a distance of 
about one hundred and fifty feet. 

This plan involves some risk to the 
outfit, which can be avoided by adopt- 
ing the second plan, viz., of portaging 
the goods from Landing “bB.”’ In this 
case the boat has to be portaged 
across the reef below. Another p!an 
which some adopt, is to portage the 
boat from Landing “B,”’ where there 
will be found a trail with skids for 
boats, as indicated on the chart, lead- 
ing to the point below the reef. 

Under no circumstances ,should the 
attempt be made to run the beat from 
Landing “A” to Landing “B” without 
a line. 

FIVE FINGER RAPIDS. 

This point on the river is one of 
nature's beauties. Five Fingers proper 
is formed by walls of solid rock pro- 
jecting from each side and rising al- 
most perpendicular to a height of 
some fifty feet, with three, piers be- 
tween, rising to about the same height, 
and from forty to sixty feet apart, 
looking as though nature had intended 
te syvan it with a bridge.

VICTIM OF BUCKET SHOPS | 


J. M. RICE TOST OWN AND HIS 
EMPLOYER'S MONEY. 


George Charges Rice 
With the Embezzlement of Large 


Sums— Rice Has Disappeared, 
Leaving His Wife Without 
ands, 


A warrant was issued from Justice 
Owens's court yesterday afternoon for 
the arrest of J. M. Rice, on a charge 
of embezzling $3000 from the George 
F. Eberhard Company of San Fran- 
cisco. Rice acted as superintendent 
of the local office of the company, 
which is located at No. 410 South 
Broadway. The warrant was sworn 
out by George F. Eberhard, general 
manager of the company, who has 
been in the city for the past week in- 


vestigating the affairs of the local 
agency. 
The whereabouts of the embezzling 


Superintendent is unknown. He left 
the city as soon as the investigation 
began, first raising what money ‘he 
could by emptying the till and by 
passing around worthless checks, 
drawn on the Citizens’Bank, where he 
had no ufnds. 


Rice’s passion for gambling is re- 
sponsible for his downfall. He _ be- 
gan playing the local bucket shops 


about four months ago, and lost heav- 
ily on his investments. When all of 
his own money was gone, which ig 
to have amounted to several 
thousand dollars, he was induced to 
take money_ belonging to the firm, 
which .he represented, in the hope of 


retrieving his losses. 


For several years Rice had managed 
the business of the Eberhaid Company 
here and has always stood well with 
his employers. The company handles 
the products of several eastern manu- 
facturers, dealing largely in hardware, 
A short-time ago it was noticed that 
Rice was less prompt in ‘his’ remit- 
tances than he had formerly been. He 
made reports twice a month to the 
company, and his accounts showed 
that he was contracting a large crédit 
business, which ran into the thousands 
of dollars. 

It was for the purpose of investigat- 
ing what he consilered Rice's slipshod 
method of conducting the business of 
the company that George F. Eberhard 
stopped in the city last Monday on his 
way to Sam Francisco from the East. 
Hie did not at the time suspect that any 
dishonesty had been practiced, but 
thought Rice had been somewhat care- 
less. in the matter of meking his col- 
lections unm to date. 

Monday afternoon Mr. Eberhard went 
to the store amd hal a talk with Rice 
abeut the affairs of the company. 
Rice got out a list of hills, showing 
purchases of large quantities of mer- 
chandise which ho said h24 heen sold on 
a credit basis. Mr. Eberhard then 
made an inventory of the contents of 
the store ama fceund that Rice was 
about $420 short in the amount of goods 
which he was supposed to have. He 
could not account for the shortage, and 
when quéstioned became confused and 


gove°* contradictory answers. His ace 
tiens caused Mr. Eberhard to suspect 
‘het all was not rieht* and he detere 


mined to make a thorough inveostigatiop 
the following day. 

When he came to the store Tuesday 
morning Eberhard found pinned on the 
door tre following motice: “Have gone 
to Pasadena and Azusa, but will return 
at 3 p.m.” He went inside and began 
looking over the accountx He took 
some of the bills which had been shown 
him aad which Rice had stated were 
credit accounts, to the firms that were 
represented as being indebied to the 
company and found that they had ale 
ready paid the accounts and that Rice 
had converted the money to his own 
use. 

During the day he figured up bills 
that had been listed as credit accounts, 


but which had actually been paid, 
amounting to over $2000. Since then 
furthor investigations have increased 


the errnount to over $3900, and the sum 


grows larger every day. All of this 
reney Rice had converted to his own 
use. 

Rice did not return at 3 p.m. as stated 
in his note, and has not yet returned, 
nor is it expected that he will unless 
re is brought back. Before leaving he 
had empticd the cash drawer of its 


contents amd passed-several worthless 


checks drawn tor smatl amounts on 
the Citizens’ Bank, where he had no 
funds. Most of these checks were for 


$5 and $10 amounts. One check for $10 
‘as passed on C. H. Lewis, the druge 
ist on Broadway, near Fourth street, 
Mr. Eberhard reperted the embegzle- 
ment to Chief Glass, and Detective 
Goodman was detailed on the case.

The San Francisco Call continues its 
malevolent attacks upon Los Angeles 
citizens. The silly vaporings of that 
discredited journal would merit no 


further notice than they have received, 


in these columns, were it not for the 
fact that in each issue of the Call is 
put forth a new and picturesque as- 
sortment of lies, which, if unrefuted, 
might deceive some credulous persons 
not familiar with the truth of the 
matters lied about. The editorial col- 
umns of the Call show that the re- 
sponsible management has either been 
misled by the Munchausen tales of its 
fool correspondent in Los Angeles, or 
that it is willfully bent upon misrep- 
resenting the true status of the water 
question and upon maligning numer- 
ous reputable and honorable citizens 
of this city. In either aspect, the 
course pursued by the Call is in the 
last degree discreditable to that paper, 
which has heretofore enjoyed some 
reputation for fairness and common 
decency. 

In its issue of Thursday, January 
20, the Call exploits, under colossal 
headlines, a cock-and-bull story con- 
cerning an alleged scheme to “enslave 
Los Angeles” and to “deliver the city 
to her oppressors.” The alleged 
scheme is for the Council to call a 
bond election to vote upon a proposi- 
tion to purchase the water company’s 
improvements at some figure much 
higher than the appraised value of the 
property. This proposition would, of 
course, be defeated. Then, it is al- 
leged, the water company will submit 
a@ proposition to pay the city $1,000,000 
_cash’in consideration of a fifty-years 
extension of its lease. It is further 
alleged that seven members of the 
Council would vote for such extension, 
thus committing the city to that prop- 
osition. 

All this is simply absurd. The 
Council would not presume to submit 
to the people the question of bonding 
the city to purchase the water com- 
pany’s improvements at an exorbitant 
price. Such a proposition would be 
promptly defeated, if submitted. The 
proposition to purchase at a reason- 
able price would no doubt be carried. 
But in no event would the people sub- 
mit to an extension for fifty years of 
the lease of the water system. No 
Council would dare to vote such an 
extension without submitting the ques- 
tion to popular vote, and if so sub- 
mitted it would be defeated ten to 
one. 

The people of Los Angeles have ex- 
pressed themselves emphatically in 
favor of municipal ownership and con- 
trol of the water system. There is not 


a daily newspaper in the city which is’ 


not fully committed to municipal 
ownership, and every officer of “the 
city government is bound by ante- 
election pledges to the support of that 
policy. The public and the press of 
Los Angeles are almost unanimously 
in favor of municipal ownership, and 
the infernal yawp of the San Fran- 
cisco organ about the “syndicated 
press” is as false as it is malicious. 
Snyder, Grider, Hutchison, and their 
San Francisco mouthpiece have had a 
great deal to say about the necessity 
tor the city’s taking some “aggressive 
action” to force the issue, but they 
have carefully refrained from point- 
ing out any course of aggression 
which the city could properly and 
legally take in the premises. What 
would they hav’ done that has not 
been done? The city cannot force 
arbitration in advance of the expira- 
tion of the contract. It cannot take 
possession of the water system until 
the lease expires. These shouters for 
“aggressive action’ have not sug- 
gosted, and cannot suggest, any prac- 


ticable plan for hastening the deter-- 


mination of the waterworks issue. 
The noise which they have made and 
are making is inspired solely by the 
basest of demagogue motives. It is 
essentially dishonest, ae and. 
malevolent. 

In the determination of this great 
and important question, the city’s in- 
terests will be safeguarded at every 
point, so far as possible. If arbitra- 
tion, as provided for in the contract, 
fails, the courts will determine the 
rights of the city and of the water 
company, respectively. The dema- 
gogue and the yellow journal will 
alike be debarred from sitting in ad- 
judication of the issues. presented. 
There is no occasion for excitement 
or alarm as to the outcome. The city 
will resume control of its water sys- 
tem at the proper time, and will pay 
to the water company a reasonable 
price, as it is bound by agreement to 
do, for the improvements made by the 
company. It is hoped, and not without 
reason, that the entire question may 
be decided without resort to litiga- 
tion. But if litigation be unavoidable, 
there is no reason to fear that the 
city’s interests will suffer through sub- 
mission to the courts. 

If any»member of the City Council 
attempts to betray the interests of 
the people in this matter, he will find 
Los Angeles a seven-times hotter place 
than Hades. But there is no Just 
ground, at the present juncture, tor 
accusing either the water company or 
the majority of the Council of dis- 
honest intent in connection with | the 
questions to be decided. 


AS TO DIGNITY 

The eSacramento Hee has recently 
made some wise observations on its 
editorial page in response to the 
complaint that that paper “lacked 
dignity.” Dignity is all right in its 
way, but too much of that sort of 
thing leads to pedantry, and in a news- 
paper it is apt to degenerate into dry 
rot. 


There is a time for dignity, a time 
for force and emphasis, and a time for 
jocularity in a newspaper as well as 
in an individual. The man who is for- 
ever standing on his dignity and who 
refuses to get down off his pedestal 
and mingle with his fellow-man in a 
human sort of a way, is a miserable 
specimen of the race, who does not 
appreciate just how really miserable 
he is. And a newspaper that follows 
out a like course is just as bad. 

The man or the newspaper that 
mixes a little mirth and human feel- 
ing with dignity is the sort that 
wears well and gets slong in the world. 
There are themes that come up for 
consideration on the cditorial page of 
a journal of the day that are amena- 
ble to treatment in lighter vein, and 
sometimes it seems almost essential 
to use the unstilted language of the 
street in arder to give vigor, direct- 
ness and emphasis to oxpression, even 
if there results a lack of dignity, so 
called. A judicious commingling of 
all the qualities which go to make the 
normal human being lovable and com- 
paniable is what makes the ideal 
newspaper, for it is created for all 
the people, and the man who likes a 
joke or shinee treated with a sort of 
humorous twist, is just as much en- 
titled to consideration as the pedant 
who is so dignified -hat he leans over 
backward. . 

This is a big and a varied world— 
a world that has laughter in it as well 
as tears; mirth as well as sorrow; 
grief and joy jostle 2uch other in the 
highways and byways, and the sob 
of the sorrowing is met by the chatter 
and laughter of the light of heart; 
and so runs the world away. It is 
the province of the daily newspaper to 
be the boon companion, friend and 
counselor of its readers to heip them 
over the rough places, if it can; to 
give them the solid meat of sober dis- 
cussion and comment, the spicy entree 
of wit and the genial pousse-café of 
humor, else it fails in the essentials 
of being a good fellow among good 
fellows, and degenerates into a heavy, 
logy and tiresome medium of thought 
that must sconer or later wear out its 
welcome. 

Dignity is all right, but when the 
time comes to use strong, vigorous, 
picturesque and telling speech, it is 
the business of the newspaper to give 
to the subject in hand the treatment 
it merits, even though the hypercritical 
stickler for form an? dignity sheuld 
feel himself outraged in his finer Ke. 
ings, Life is not all a joke, neither is 
it all seriousness; but the man who 
makes as much of a joke of it as pos- 
sible is the sort one wants to break 
bread with and go «trolling over the 
hills with in the bracing ewinter

paper which gives zest to the fra-

The San Francisco Call of Thursday, 
January 20, in the course of a charac- 
teristic editorial on the Los Angeles 
water question, uses these words: 

“The situation in the southern 
city is peculiar. Precisely the reason 
the daily papers there are on the side 
of monopoly, just why they desire the 
people to be fleeced for the benefit of 
a corporation. which has been receiv- 
ing immense returns on a small invest- 
ment, there is no necessity to discuss 
here. It is enough to know that the 
Los Angeles daily press has been 
wooed and won by the seduetive in- 
fluence of entrenched capital and that 
it dares not or will not say a word for 
the. people. It not only tries to aid 
the water company in a scheme that 
is mildly to be called nefarious, but 
to the efforts of others to see that 
justice prevails responds with abuse, 
trying to hide its own guilt in the 
clamér.”’ 

This is a serious charge, and THE 
Times, on its own behalf—leaving its 
local contemporaries to speak for 
themselves—demands of the San 
Francisco Call that it make good its 
charges, if possible, by quoting from 
this paper a sentence, a line, or a word 
which can justly be regarded as sub- 
ject to the above interpretation. Un- 
less the Call can make specific quota- 
tions of this kind, it must stand before 
thepublic as a uelt-contessed liar and 
calumniator. 


The defection of the New York 
Journal from the cause of Bryanism is 
significant from the fact that it was 
the only paper of any consequence in 
New York that supported his cause tn 
the last campaign. It is evident that 
the Journal has reached the conclu- 
sion that Bryan won't do, and we may 


‘now see the beginning of the end of 
} the boy orator in politics: The only 


hope for the Democracy is to put for- 
ward a man who has something to 
him besides one idea and a capacity 
for making’frothy and windy speeches 
that are all “sound and fury, signify- 
ing nothing.’ The Journal shows 
wisdom in its course in thus desert- 
ing Mr. Bryan, in a quarter in which 
wisdom has not heretofore been in 
evidence. Mr. Bryan will probably 
find many years of-usefulness in front 
of him as a lawyer, but as a Presi- 
dential candidate, he has shot his 
bolt. 


The San Francisco Call devotes an 
editorial to praise of an article on 
Chinese immigration frauds, written 
by one Thomas J. Schaarf, whom the 
Call refers to as having “resigned 
from the office of Chinese inspector.”’ 
The Call is following its usual course 
of sympathizing with frauds and beats. 
This man Schaarf never resigned his 
office. He was removed, summarily 
“fired” by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, with all the attendant disgrace 
that the term implies. Only a few 
months ago the Call itself published 
the story of Schaarf’s enforced retire- 
ment from the public service, and he 
is a poor subject to attempt to expose 
Chinese immigration frauds. 


Uncle Collis is in favor of annexa- 
tion, which is not to be wondered at, 
for annexation fs ‘his regular business. 
He has already coupled onto as much 
of California as he can hold, and its 
associate water fronts, wherever pos- 
sible, and it is but natural that he 
should favor the acquirement of Ha- 
waii; it would give him the carrying 
of more Chinese into this country on 
his line of steamships. What Uncle 
Collis wants is generally something 
that is against good policy; and that 
is the case with regard to the mar- 
riage of the Sandwich Islands to the 
United States. 


The exports of the United States for 
the calendar year 1897 aggregated 
$1,100,000,000, which was an increase 
of $93,000,000 over those of any preced- 
ing year. During the latter half of the 
year the Dingley tariff was in opera- 
tion, and the enactment of a law in- 
creasing duties was regarded as a prac- 
tical cprtainty throughout the first 
six months of the year. These facts 
are scarcely in harmony with the free- 
trade contention that high protection 
“shuts in exports and shuts out im- 
ports.” The highest aggregates of 
foreign trade ever reached in the 
United States have been reached under 
high protective tariffs.

HORSE-TAMER BUCKS. 


Will not Pay Bills Until His Cred- 
itors Apologize. : 

Prof. O. R. Gleason, the horse-tamer, 
was not wholly “buffaloed” by the 
Constable who attached his outfit on 
Wednesday night. The professor bought 
a new set of training harness and ropes 
to replace the set seized by the Express, 
borrowed a bass drum and a wagon, 
and resumed business last night at 
Hazard’s Pavilion. He showed how to 
begin the education of a green colt, 
and in ten minutes after beginning the 
lesson, he had the colt in harness and 
trotting around the ring like a veteran. 

The professor talks while he works, 
and gives to the audience much useful 
information about horses and the stu- 
perlative merits of his patent bits, and 
occasionally he cracks a joke at the 
expense of his assistants, who are 
hired to be vhased around the ring by 
bad horses, and guyed by the profes- 
sor. The professor is a rare humorist, 
and he dearly loves'a joke—on some- 
body else. A’ joke on him is a totally 
different matter. He and his manager 
are unable tw see anything funny in 
that sort of a jest. The manager, be- 
ing English, is net expected to under- 
stand a joke that is not bracketed, 
diagramed, dissected, analyzed and 
mathematically demonstrated to be an 
atrocious pun of the Punch brand, and 
he doesn’t count. The professor can 
make jokes, bvt he can’t take them. 
Any, unseemly levity in dealing with 
the “Horse Sing’ is “lese majeste.”’ 

This appeared plainly last night when 
the professor interrupted his custom- 
ary lecture on horses to announce that 
he had been treated with gross disre- 
spect by the press of Los Angeles. He 
said he owed the papers for advertis- 
ing, but he wouldn’t pay the hills wntil 
the papers apologized to him for ven- 
turing to make flippant remarks about 
that $36 atgachment suit. When suit- 
able apologies should be made, he 
would give the entire receipts cf one 
j*performance to the newsboys. 

This speech was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded by at least a dozen newsboys 
in the audience, and the professor felt 
better. 

Having demonstrated that the Con- 
stable had tamed him only temporarily, 
and that he had relapsed into unruly 
ways and could buck a bill off his back 
as neatly as any fiery bronco ever 
pitched a saddle where his heels could 
reach it, the professor resumed the per- 
formance by handling a vicious sral- 
lion. The horse was said to be vicious, 
but he failed to do anything very dis- 
reputable. He balked a little in harness, 
and the assistants put a rope on his 
neck and yanked him around the ring: 
The horse was expected to eat two or 
three assistants, but he didn’t eat even 
an advertising bill, or a writ of attach~ 
ment. That was because he remembered 
the professor, having methim three 
yearago, and knew betterthan to take 
any liberties with so important a per- 
sonage or to indulge in a horse-laugh 
in his presence. The horse couldn't see 
anything amusing in the tin pans that 
the professor tied to his tail, but re- 
mained as serious as the English man- 
ager and positively declined to enter- 
tain the spectators by kicking the 
pans or paying attention to any of the 
professor’s practical jokes.

ANNEXED DISTRICTS WHOLLY 
WITHOUT FIRE HIDRANTS. 


_ There Will Be Neo Republican Can- 
a@idate fer Schoo!

The disastrous fire which destroyed 
the Pico Heichis schoolhouse Thurs- 
Gay afternoon has served as an em- 
phatic reminder of lack of adequate 
water supply and fire hrdrants in the 
recentiy-annmexed districts. The near- 
est fire hrdrant to the Pico Heights 
echoolhouse was more than a mile dis- 
tant and the only water obtainable was 
pumped from a emall stream in the 
vicinity. 

As lomge ago as April 12; 1897, the 
Council directed the Fire and Water 
. Committee to investigate the needs of 
the Rosedale anmmexed district in the 
matter of an adequate water supply 
for protection from fire. The commit- 
tee made no report, however, although 
petitions were presented lIater by 
property-ownmers in the district asking 
that protection be provided. 

In September a list of twenty loca- 
tions in the outlrimgz portions of the 
Fourth and Fifth wards, where hy- 


@drants might be placed,.was prepared } 


by ome of the Courtilmen and pre- 
Sented to the committee. In the 
preparation of the list he was re- 
stricted by the fact that the mains of 
the West Side Water Company, which 
supplies the territory in question, are 
for the most part very small, only a 
few of them being as much as four 
inches in diameter. 

The Fire and Water Committee stil 
took mo action, though another peti- 
tion from prepertyr-owners was filed 


om January 19. the day before the 
schoolhouse was burhed. Nine months 
of inaction bere their -matural fruit, 


@nd when Thursday's fre occurred the 
fire departreent was practically with- 
out water with which to fight the 
flames.

RE RUSH BEGINS IN EARNEST. 


PASSENGERS TO BE TRANSFERRED 
AT SEATTLE. 


While These are Going Up, Many 
are Coming Out to Get a Taste 
of Civilization and 
Food. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 21.—Amid a 
chorus of “goodbys” and “God bless 
yous” the steamship Umatilla left her 
wharf today, carrying threescore men 
and women, who, go to join’ the 
thousands that have preceded them 
to the gold fields of Alaska. 

The Umatilla’s destination is Seat- 
tle, at which point Klondike-bound 
passengers will be transferred to the 
steamer City of Topeka, and will go 
to Dyea and Skaguay on that vessel. 

MANY RETURN. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

VICTORIA, Jan. 21.—The steamer 
City of Seattle arrived tonight, bring- 
ing forty-five prospectors from Daw- 
son. Among the passengers were the 
three delegates sent by the miners of 
Dawson to Ottawa to interview Pre- 
mier Laurier and other members of 
the Canadian government regarding 
“the government mining regulations, 
with some of which the miners are 
dissatisfied. No especial news was 
brought down by the returning miners. 

YUKON RIVER CUTTER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Jan.. 21.—A favor- 


able report has been made by the 
House Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee on the bill for the 


purchase or construction of a revenue 
cutter for service on the Yukon River 
in Alaska. The vessel is made nec- 
essary by the great increase in popu- 
lation, and for the proper supervision 
of customs and revenue offices there. 


MISSIONARIES AT WORK. 


Two of Them Laboring With the 
Gold-hunters in Klondike. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Two mission- 
aries were last August sent to the 
Klondike by two New York women 
under the auspices of the Presbyterian 
Board of Home Misssions. The names 
of the women are kept a secret by the 
board. A letter has just been re-, 
ceived by D. J. McMillan, correspond- 
ing secretary of the board, from these 
missionaries—Rev. Hall Young and 
Dr. W. A. McEwen. The letter is 
from Dawson City, and is dated De- 
cember 1. It was carried from Dawson 
City to the nearest outpost of civili- 
zation by Jimmy Jackson, an Indian, 
who has a record for going where no 
other man can go. The letter an- 
nounces the establishment of the first 
church in Klondike, and says there is 
food enough there to last till spring. 
If provisions shall reach the miners 
by April 1 the danger of want will 
be entirely past. Mr. Young writes 
that he and his companions are. the 
only missionaries who reached Klon- 
dike City, two miles from Dawson, 
their destination, before the winter 
set in. Since then, of ccurse, no- 
body has arrived there. They started 
at once to provide a place of worship 


for the miners. On this point Mr. 
Young writes: 
“I found a newly-erected two-story 


house belonging to a saloon-keeper, 
which he offered to let us have on the 
following terms: The large room on 
the first floor one month for $100, in 
@dvance; or the whole house (there are 
six 8x10 rooms in the upper story,) 
until May 15, seven months, for $859, 
giving five days to raise the money. 
Well, I prayed ‘and called on several 
friends. Igot the $100that secured the 
room for the next Sunday. I advertised 
and had a nice meeting: attendance, 
50; collection, $40. Then I arranged to 
sublet the upper stairs rooms at $20 
per month each. They are little, 
rough, cold, unfurnished boxes, but 
Were eagerly snapped the first day. I 
got the renters to advance all they 
could and borrowed the rest from the 
gold commissioner, Mr. Fawcett. At 
the expiration of five days I paid the 
other $750, and got the lease of the 
building.” 

But there were troubles ahead. On 
November 21 one of the lodgers came 
home filled with whisky. Although 
candles were worth $1.50 each, he 
es one and then kicked it over. 
The building was burned to the 
ground. The pluck of the missionaries 
had aroused the enthusiasm of the 
miners, however, and gold was forth- 
coming in paying quantities. Mr. 
Young argued for and won the _  ob- 
servance of Sunday in the camp, and 
the “‘operahouse,”’ which had been built 
for other purposes, is now the church. 

The missionaries have started a 
Young People’s Society of Christian 
rer and a branch of the Y.M. 


The letter closes: “I walked over 
twenty miles on Tuesday, with the 
thermometer at 37 deg. below zero: 
made eleven calls, and found about 
thirty church people who will attend 
the meetings. 

“Flour is $1.50 per pound, candles 
$1.50 apiece; meats $1.25 per pound, 
and other food in proportion. Flour 
can hardly be had at any price, and

groceries can scarcely be bought: at 
the stores. On the other hand, some 
of the miners are pouring forth con- 
stant streams of gold, and there is 
no difficulty in paying obligations.”

MERRY WAS DAZED. 


Smith, Who Was Acquitted, 
Shouted for Joy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—In the case of 
Chris Merry, the peddler charged with 
wife-murder, the jury today returned a 
verdict of guilty. Smith, his alleged 
accomplice, was found not guilty. The 
jury was out all night. When the 
verdict was read, Smith jumped to his 
feet and shouted for joy, but Judge 
Horton sternly commanded him to sit 
down. 

“Bring me a warrant,” said the 
Judge. “I want this man rearrested 
as an accessory to the murder after the 
fact, and I want him indicted by the 
grand jury today.” 

This had the effect of cooling Smith's 
spirits, but he soon recovered and 
looked with pity on his fellow-pris- 
oner. 

“Chris, old boy, I’m sorry for you,” 
he said, as he held out his hand to 
Merry. “Cheer up. Maybe things 
won't be so bad after all. Congratulate 
me, anyway, on my end of it.” 

But Merry was in a daze, and, hold- 
ing out his hand, remained § silent. 
Merry wes found guilty on the first 
ballot. In Smith's case, the ballot stood 
6 for conviction and 6 against, until 
today. Then, with the understanding, 
it is thought, that there would be no 
legal difficulties in the way of Smith’s 
rearrest and indictment, @s an acces- 
sory after the fact, it was agreed to 
return a verdict of not guilty as 
charged. 

Assistant States Attorney Pearson, 
Police Captain Wheeler and several 
policemen, who had been most actively 
engaged in the prosecution of the man, 
congratulated Smith on the _ verdict. 
The prisoner's little daughter and his 
mother were among the first to reach 
his side. 

Col. Davidson of the defense made 
a motion for a new trial, the date for 
argument being left over, and Merry 
was led back to jail. Smith remained 
in the courtroom until a bench warrant 
was secured, and he was then held to 
the grand jury under $10,000 bonds. 
The conviction of Merry two months 
after the commission of his crime, is 
said to be the quickest legal punish- 
ment ever dealt out to a murderer in 
Chicago. 


VIGOROUS BRITISH POLICY. 


Presaged by a Prospective Change 
in the Cabinet. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington, says 
that Lord Salisbury’s early re- 
tirement from the Secretaryship of 
State for Foreign Affairs in the Brilish 
Cabinet is foreshadowed by informa- 
tion received in Washington. 

In case this report shall prove to 
be well-founded the Marquis will be 
succeeded by a statesman who is able 
to give Great Britain a more vigorous 
foreign policy than that which has 
marked the administrtaion of the noble 
Marquis. It is hinted that England’s 
foreign policy will be made more ag- 
gressive. - 

According to the information upon 
which this dispatch is based, Lord 
Salisbury does not intend to resign the 
premiership of the Cobinet. That post 
he will still retain, but will surrender 
the foreign secretaryship to a younger 
and more vigorous man. 

Although most of the prime ministers

-of England have preferred to hold 


both posts, there is ample precedent 
for the course that Lord Salisbury is 
now believed to have decided upon. 
While Premier, Mr. Glmdstone pre- 
ferred to be Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, as the policies and questions 
in which he took’ greatest interest 
were of domestic bearing. 

It is hinted that Lord Salisbury’s suc- 
cessor will be either Sir Evelyn Bar- 
ing (Lord Cromer,) or Arnold Forster. 
Either of those, it is argued, would 
give to England that bold, masterful 
foreign policy which is imepratively 
needed to preserve her place as the 
first nation of the world. One of the 


best-informed diplomats in Washing- 


ton, in speaking of Lord Salisbury’s 
probable retirement of the foreign sec- 
retaryship, said: 

“The announcement made by Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach that’ England 
was reaAy to go to war, if necessary, 
io preserve China as an open market, 
indicates unerringly to me that Lord 
Salisbury is about to retire and that 
England’s policy is to be quickly 
changed to one of constant vigor.” 


“CURSE OF GOLD.” 


An Awful Example to He Put Upon 
the Road.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Demo- 
cratic free-silver leaders have re- 
solved upon an experiment in political 
campaign work.

PRESS CENSOR NEEDED. 


Another Restrictive Measure in the 
New York Legislature. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
ALBANY, Jan. 21.—Senator Ells- 
worth has introduced a bill, which com- 
bines the features’ of his anti-cartoon 
bill of the last session with provisions 
of wider scope touching the responsi- 
bilities of newspaper publishers and 
editors. It provides that ‘any person 
who, as principal or agent, shall con- 
duct, or engages in the business of 
editing, publishing, printing, selling, 
distributing or circulating any licen- 
tious, indecent, corrupt, depraved or li- 
belous paper, or a paper that corrupts, 
depraves, degrades or injures the minds 
or morais of the pwhlic or its readers or 
of the people among whom it circulates, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor, and pon 
conviction of such offense shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $1000, 
or by imprisonment for not more than 
one year, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment for the first offense, and 
upon conviction of any subsequent of- 
fense shall be punished by imprison- 
ment of not les sthan one year nvr 
more than five years, and in addition 
thereto the defendant and his agents 
and employés shall be prohibited from 
thereafter publishing, printing, selling 
or distributing such paper or any fa- 


rper of the same namie. If the defendants 


shall be a domestic corporation, its 
charter shall be forfeited; if a foreign 
corporation, it shall be prohibited from 
further doing business in this State. 
It is further provided that every pa- 
per published, sold or distributed in 
this State shall set forth the name of 
every owner, publisher and writer of 
such paper, or the names of the dificers 
of the corporatien if the publication be 
by a corporation. 


SATISFIED WITH GOLD. 


The Russian Monetary Standard n 
Subject of Pride. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


ST. PETERSBURGH, Jan. 21.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] The interesting bud- 
get statement just made by M. de 
Witte, the Russian Minister of Fi- 
nance, shows an actual deficit of more 
than 106,000,000 roubles, which is cov- 
ered by the free balance jn the treas- 
ury. 

M. de Witte expressed great pride 
in the results of the adoption of. the 
gold standard, calling attention to the 
most striking fact that, while at the 
end of 1896 only 37,000,000 roubles in 
gold coin were in circulation, at the end 
of 1897 there were 155,000,000 in. circula- 
tion, while the gold in the treasury 
rose during the same period by 106,- 
000,000 roubles. The statement shows 
also that the volume of existing bank 
notes has been reduced by 122,000,000 
roubles. 

Russia has now 131 per cent: more 
gold than paper, the totals in posses- 
sion of the treasury and State banks 
and in circulation at the beginning of 
the present year being: Gold, 1,470,- 
£00,000 roubles; silver, 162,000,000 roubles, 
and paper, 999,000,000 roubles. 

M. de Witte contends that this shows 
the ability of the reform, and he trusts 
that the gold standard will remain un- 
shaken, “even if. the country is fated 
to undergo severe trials.”” He reiter- 
ated his intention to adhere to the 
protective system. 


ANOTHER WAR CLOUD. 


Chile and Argentine May Be Driven 
into a Conflict. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—A special to 
the Herald frem Valparaiso, Chile, 
says thiat, despite the denial of the 
Chilean Minister at Washington of the 
possibility of a conflict between Ar- 
gentina and Chile, the near possibility 
of a rupture causes politicians and 
merchants grave apprehension. While 
the war talk has somewhat subsided, 
it is believed that at a meeting of 
workmen to be held on Sunday the 
government will be forced to show its 
hand. 

La Tribuna confirmed the news al- 
ready cabled to the Herald that Con- 
gress has given the government full 
power to place the country in a state 
of defense and adds that the govern- 
ment has been authorized to contract 
a loan for this purpose if necessary. 

The Chilean government is negotiat- 
ing with steamship companies trading 
along the coast to extend their trips 
to Montevideo, Uruguay and Rio de 
Janeiro. It is believed that the South 
American Company will enter into an 
agreement to do this. The same com- 
pany has decided to run vessels up the 
coast to Central American ports. 


When the Bridge Went Down. 


ENGLISH (Ind.,) Jan. 21.—One of the 
most disastrous floods ever known 
here was felt last night when three 
of tthe five bridges over Little Blue 
River were washed away.

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BIDS FOR THE HARBOR. 


T. E. GIHBON BRINGS BACK GOOD 
NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


Congress Will Make the Needed Ap- 
propriation for the First Year’s 
Work—Mr. Gibbon Will Resume 
the School Board Investigation. 


T. ©. Gibbon returned to the city last 
evening after an absence of four weeks 
in New York, Washington and other 
eastern cities. 


While in Washington Mr. Gibbon 


. canvassed carefully the prospects of 


satisfactory bids upon the- deep-water 
harbor at San Pedro. He says he is 
satisfied that there will be five or six 
bids by thoroughly responsible eastern 
firms. Bids will be opened on Feb- 
ruary 10. Confidence is expressed by 
Senator Stephen M. White and other 
friends of the harbor that Cpngress 


will appropriate $400,000 for the first } 


year’s work, in accordance with the 
provisions of the original act. 

Wihen asked whether he expected to 
take up again the investigation of the 
school board scandal, Mr. Gibbon re- 
plied with emphasis, “Most assuredly 
I shall. My only regret is that I was 
compelled to be away during so much 
of the investigation... shall push it 
now just as vigorously as I know how. 
I have learned of the developments that 
have occurred since I left, and I am 
thoroughly confident that we shall get 
to the bottom of the whole rotten busi- 
ness.” 


OVER-TIME HITCHERS, 


Another Round-up hb, the Police. 
Fines and Penalties Inflicted. 
Hitching-ordinmance violators were 
again the chief transgressors: who @p- 
peared in the Police Court yesterday 
for punishment. Justice Owens had 
just partaken of a good dinner at the 
Jonathan Club amd was consequently 
inclined to temper justice with mercy. 
He mase the fines lighter in most cases 

than on the previous day. 

‘J. W. Brice, C. L. Bisbee and F. But- 
terfield were fined only $2 each. J.

A warrant for the arrest of Carr was 
accordingly issued and the culprit was 
brought into court by Officer Rosso, 
He pleaded guilty and was fined $1. 
He had no money and his employer 
left him to his fate, which was to un- 
dergo imprisonment in the City Jail 
for twenty-four hours. 


Nittinger called at the Police Sta- 


tion yesterday evening after his man 
was locked up for the night, and tried 
to get an interview with the hapless 
fellow. He was told that it was 
against the rules to admit visitors 
after 5 p.m., but for the small sum 
of $1 he could have the man released 
and interview him at his pleasure. 
But Nittinger cared more for the dollar 
than for the man and the interview, 
and allowed his luckless employé to 
spend the night behind the . bars. 
Much sympathy was expressed at the 
Police Station for the young man, who 
stated that he received no remunera- 
tion from Nittinger for his labor, ex- 
cept his board, hence had no money 
to pay his fine. Carr, the prisoner, 
appears to be an intelligent, respec‘<- 
able young man. 

During the course of the afternoon 
officers in citizens’ clothes made an- 
other roumd-up of careless thitchers, 
netting seven victims, chief and fore- 
most among them being M. M. Potter, 
manager of the Hotel Van Nuys, who 
was arrested by Officer Fifield for al- 
lowing his team to remain hitched 
fourteen minutes over time ing front 
of the hotel.

Board of Trade. 

The Board of Trade is in receipt of 
a report of the Monetary Commission

COMMERCIAL. 

A COAL FAMINE. One of the ef- 
fects of the Klondike boom has been 
to produce a great shortage of vessels 
on the Pacific Coast, in consequence of 
which it is probable that there will 
goon be a coal famine in San Fran- 
cisco, as many of the colliers have 
been chartered to carry! passengers to 
the northern El Dorado, which busi- 
ness is more profitable than carrying 
coal. 


PACKAGES FOR DRIED FRUIT. 
The small ~-package for fruits, raisins, 
nuts, etc., is at last being called into 
general use in this country. Nearly all 
the fruit products of Europe have for 
years been marketed in convenient, 
neat packages, bearing the name and 
trade mark of some reputable packer. 
These in the usual course of trade find 
their way into the hands of consumers, 
and establish a reputation for the 
packer, who spends his time and money 
in preparing these food products for 
market. The California Fruit Grower 
says: 

“The packer of honest, full-weight, 
one and two-pound and other small- 
pized cartons will in the near future 
find himself in possession of a healthy 
and profitable’ trade. The present 
method of handling fruits and raisins 
causes the retailer to suffer a loss on 
nearly all his purchases of the kind by 
reason of shrinkage, lunching, samp- 
ling, and, last but not least, giving 
down weight each time he sells a 
pound or two of any of these articles. 

“This loss is made good to the re- 
tailer by the very high price he asks 
for this class of goods, much to the 
detriment of the wholesaler, producer 
everybody connected with the 
trade. The small package will do away 
with thes objections and if the fruit 
be honestly grade®”and packed and 
gold bv brand for just what it is, the 
confidence of buyers and consumers 
will be established, and a greater de- 
mand for these products created. 

“The display of cured fruits in neat 
cardboard packages, or cartons, will 
without doubt increase the consump- 
tive demand. Consumers will find ‘it 
@ more convenient package than the 
paper bag and they will readily rec- 
Ognize the cleanliness of this style of 
packing and handling. 

“Inventive genius will. no doubt soon 
Buggest a method by which cured fruits 
can be compressed and wrapped in 
wax paper at one operation by ma- 
chinery. If to this can be added a 
printed slip giving full directions for 
preparing the goods for the table, in 
the form of general recipes, so much 
the better. The trade needs this ad- 
vanced method, for it would be bene- 
fited by it. When a need is felt ingenuity 
can be depended upon to.supply it.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

ANOTHER BUNCO GAME. Some of 
the good people of Santa Ana have been 
made victims in an ingenious manner 
by a bunco operator, who recently vis- 
ited that city. The Santa Ana Blade 
thus describes how it was done: 

“A very smooth and pleasant gentle- 
man waited upon a number of cur good 
citizens, generally choosing those who 
could afford to buy a good article, and 
displayed some samples of good cloth. 

“The affable stranger represented a 
big merchant tailoring establishment 
in the East, and the force of cutters 
and other workmen were a few days 
behind him and would remain in Santa 
Ana until all the suits ordered of the 
affable advance agent aforesaid were 
made up in the latest and best Style 
of the tailors’ art. For this service only 
the small sum of $5 per suit would 
be charged, and though the price of 
the material was very high, the low 
price of manufacturing it into fine, 
fashionable clothing made the total cost 
reasonable enough. And so man after 
man parted with his good money and 
received in exchange therefor sufficient 
cloth to make a suit. 

“This was carefully laid aside pend- 
ing the arrival of the big staff of sci- 
entific cutters, tailors, ete. And they 
failed to arrive on time. And Still they 
lingered upon the way, and no tidings 
of their coming reached this fair city 
and finally, the fact dawned upon the 
minds of those who had bitten at the 


entirely new form of gold brick. Only 
this and‘ nothing more. And at this 
writing some of the local tailors are 
engaged in the work of making’ into 
suits the cloth above referred to and 
are unfeeling enough to charge $15, for 
the job. They are really a very unsym- 
pathetic class of people.” 


LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET, 


EGGS, BUTTER AND CHEESB, 

Eggs are quoted variously from 18 to 21 
cents. The state of the market appears to be 
a matter of epinion, hardly any two dealers 
agreeing if their statements as to conditiogs, 
Some state positively that lower prices -are 
the order of the day, while others declare that 
there is a shortage in the supply and that the 
tendency of prices is upward. In view of 
conflicting reports it is diMcult to determine 
what the true situation is. In the absence of 
a produce exchange to regulate such things, 
every man makes his own prices, the quota- 
tions given out by individual dealers usually 
being a good indication as to whether they 
are short or long on supply, the shorts giving 
low quotations to aid them in buying, and 
the longs quoting high figures so as to enable 
them to sell to better advantage. For the 
moment a good many dealers appear to be 
short, and the low quotations furnished by 
them hardly reflect the true state of the mar- 
ket. A wide range is given in the quotations 
below, so as to suit all classes and conditions, 
but too much confidence should not be placed 
in extreme figures. 

Butter has become steadier, and a stiffer 
feeling is noticable, but sales are still being 
made at bedrock prices.

STATE OF TRADE, 


Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of today will say that with a 
volume of business for the time of year 38 
per cent. larger than a year ago, and 10.4 
per cent. larger than in 1892, in payments 
through the clearinghouses, it is not discour- 
aging that one or two industries are lagging. 
The demand for most goods is heavy for the 
season, manufacturing works are better, and 
orders booked and in prospect are more en- 
couraging than at this season in any other 
year of which equally definite records exist. 
~xports continue heavy, in spite of some rise 
in prices. Treasury receipts from customs 
were larger in twenty days of January than 
in the entire month of October or November. 
Failures are considerably smaller than ever 
known at this season, both banking and trad- 
ing, less than -half last year’s. Railroad 
earnings in January so far reported have been 
10.6 larger than last year. The rise of wheat 
to about a dollar in regular sales was not 
accompanied by signs of speculative excite- 
ment. In fact, the continuance of extraor- 
dinary exports, 2,045,705 bushels, flour in- 
cluded, for the week from Atlantic ports, 
against 1,573,217 last year, and for three weeks 
9,022,493 bushels, against 5,559,562 last year, 
besides 4,036,940 from Pacific Coast ports for 
three weeks would give an excuse for high 
prices, even if the corn exports were not 
enough to suggest foreign need, amounting 
to 9,270,189 bushels, against 10,774,293 for three 
weeks. In fact, that corn was shipped during 
the week to Egypt and Russia, the very coun- 
tries upon which Europe most relies for 
breadstuffs, next to the United States, af- 
fected trade not unreasonably. Just when the 
unusual production of pig irom caused weak- 
ness, the extfaordinary demand for finished 
productions appears. For this season, at least, 
the demand: is beyond precedent, including 
150.000 tons steel rails for the week, and 
1,200,000 already this year; orders for plates 
are so large that points doing work send 
away some to other countries, being unable 
to fill all they receive. Orders for bars are 


such that many concerns are obliged to re-f 


fuse. There is a most excellent demand for 
sheets and fair for structural forms. Nor 
does this demand spring from efforts to com- 
bine makers of wire and its products, and 
makers of tin plates. Prices of all finished 
products are sustained by the demand, though 
Bessemer pig is 6 cents lower at present, but 
at Chicago it-is, with some product of finished 
forms, delayed by its scarcity. Failures for 
the week have been 374 in the United States, 
against 409 last ‘year, and 53 in Canada, 
against 65 last year. 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Bradstreet’s financial 
review tomorrow will say that irregujar spec- 
ulative conditions have prevailed during the 
week. Dealers of profits and bear attacks 
have been seen, the latter being based on the 
revival of the Cuban agitation in Washing- 
ton, and of silver measures in the Senate. On 
the other hand, at declines, there were evi- 
dences of buying, and in one portion of the 
market a normal demand of strength has 
been shown. This group includes the stocks 
of the Northern and Union Pacific companies, 
whose titles include the name of Oregon. The 
basis for their activity was the growing be- 
lief that the companies in question will obtain 
an enormous amount of traffic in the spring 
from transportation of the passengers and 
freight destined to the Alaskan gold ficids. In 
the bond list, which was very active, though 
net to such an extent as last week, the fea- 
tures were also largely furnished by this so- 
called ‘“‘Klondike’’ group of companies. An- 
other feature was the local traction stocks, 
but manipulation was subjected to more or 
less realizing, and Metropolitan Street rail- 
way. which advanced to 143, suffered a mid- 
week decline. London was not a factor in the 
market, in fact, the public there was inclined 
to take an unfavorable view of the revival of 
silver agitation in Congress. On the other 
hand, Berlin and Amsterdam have been large 
purchases of Northern and Union Pacific se- 
curities. The Industrials, with the exception 
of Sugar, were neglected, and that stock was 
irregular, and, generally speaking, weak, ex- 
cept when covering of the short interest gave 
it temporary advances. The Vanderbilts were 
strong, in spite of some speculative realizing, 
and Grangers followed instead of leading the 
course of the general market. Among the 
outside specialties the feature was the rapid 
advance in Standard Oil liquidation certifi- 
cates, which touched 1893, the highest price on 
record. 

Bradstreet’s will also say that a large 
measure of activity in business and indus- 
trial lines, ‘with in some instances prevous 
records surpassed, and very general steadi- 
ness in prices of staples, is perhaps the most 
notable feature of the trade situation this 
week. Quotations on cereals show the most 
egeressive strength, whilé those of some 
makes of pig iron betray a more decided weak- 
ness than they did a week ago. Mild weather 
is frequently mentioned as an influence tend- 
ing to check retail distribution of the season- 
able goods, chiefly because of the effect on 
country roads. Spring trade opens slowly, as

fully 1,000,000 tons pet month, has begun to 
exerese an influence upon the price of that 
staple. 

but decreases reported are still only frac- 
tional. *The outlook in the steel-rail trade 
is reported as flattering. Large orders for 
railroad account already booked have been 
increased, an example being furnished by 
sales of 15,000 tons reported from Chivago at 
full prices. Higher prices for wool abroad, 
based partly on short-yield reports, are re- 
flected in the firmness of domestic quotations, 
although the demand while comparing well 
with most preceding years, is smaller than 
it was at this 
changes were being anticipated. The in- 
dustrial situation, with the single exception 
of the cotton industry, is one of exceptional 
strength. Business is active on the Pacific 
Coast. California crop prospects have been 
improved by the recent rains, and ship and 
boat building are very. active along Puget 
Sound and at Portland. Quite a shrinkage in 
cereal exports is indicated by this week. Total 
shipments of wheat, flour included, from United 
States and Canada amounted to only 3,926,900 
bushels, against 5,229,000 bushels last week, 
2,916,000 bushels this week a year ng0, 
3,849,000 bushels in 1896, and 2,840,000 in 1995. 
A further falling-off in the number of busi- 
ness failures is reported in the United States 
this week, the total being only 309, as against 
323 last week, 429 a year ago, 314 in 1896, 312 
in 1895 and 338 in 1894. Failures in the Do- 
minion of Canada amount to 46, against 58 
last week, 57 in 1897, 52 tn 1896, and 46 in 
1894, but excceding those of 1895, which num- 
bered 38.

one point. The bond market was quite active, 
with a marked demand for the transconti- 
nental issues apparent. The aggregate sales 
were $4,048,000. Government bonds continued 
to sag, the new fours leading.

CHICAGO, Jan. 21.—In wheat speculators 
were treated to a mild sensation at the 
opening by the action of the Liverpool mar- 
ket. The quotations from there were up 1\d 
per cent at six futures; northern spring on 
the spot had been raised\1d per cental, and 
even the London cargo market showed an 
advance of from 3d to 6d per quarter. May 
opened here ‘with a jump to 92%, with some, 
sales at the same time at 92%. The closing 
price yesterday was 91%. July started at from 
845¢@84%; compared with 83% yesterday after- 
noon. Outside markets were also very strong, 
especially New York and Minneapolis, and 
this had its effect. The reason for the 
strength of the Liverpool wmarket was said 
to be on account of the growing scarcity of 
offerings fromi Argentina. A cablegram from 
Rosario said, however, that the farmers de- 
liveries in that country were retarded by 
rain, and that plenty would be forthcoming 
that area in wheat had been large; 
the yield heavy, and that no reduction in 
the estimated exportable surplus was being 
made. But another reason for Liverpool 
strength was continuation of drought in In- 
dia. Notwithstanding the cablegram from 
Rosario, Liverpvol reaffirmed earlier state-* 
ments of scarcity of Argentine offerings. 
There was plenty of selling both of July and 
of May, many holders taking advantage of 
the sharp opening advance to realize, but 
declines of only about % cent resulted in 
each, and when the realizing ceased prices 
went up again. Primary western market re- 
cepits, all told, were 368,000 bushels, against 
271,000 bushels the year before. Minneapolis 
stocks for the week were expected to show 
200,000 bushels increase and Duluth 500,900 in- 
crease, and on that basis and the estimate 
of the week's exports, 500,000 bushels decrease 
in the visible is looked for; last year the de- 
crease for the similar week was 1,164,900 
bushels. Liverpool closing prices showed net. 
gains for the day of %d for March, 1d for 
May and %d for July. Paris noted 25 cen- 
times decline in January flour and 5 centimes 
advance in March-June. Antwerp advised 12% 
centimes rise in both red winter and Walla 
Walla wheat. The clearances from Atlantic 
and Gulf ports in wheat and flour were equal 
to 635,000 bushels. The market here began to 
weaken after the posting of the weekly ship- 
ments from Argentina, which rather confirmed 
the earller Rosario cable concerning the large 
surplus. The shipments were given at 328,000 
bushels. Selling -became quite free after 
that, and it was the impression that the 
Leiter crowd liquidated some of their July 
and May holdings. May declined to 91% and 
was bringing 91% at the close. July sold 
down to 84, and closed at that. A fairly good 
trade was done in corn without any material 
change in prices. Trade in oats showed a 
considerable improvement, and tht market 
most of the time was quite firm. Provisions 
were active, with a good demand at the 
start, principally from packers. The market 
eased off subsequently, in sympathy with the 
decline in wheat.

IN THE ORANGE GROVES. 


Annual Meeting of the Academy of 
Sciences — Lecture on Bacteria. 
Two Cremations Sunday—Social 
at the Rooms. 


PASADENA, Jan. 21.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The wind of Thursday night, the worst 
for years, caused considerable damage to the 
oranges in outlying sections, but so far as 
heard from no damage was done in Pasadena. 
At Sierra Madre, in the large orange grove 
surrounding the Sierra Madre Villa, fully one- 
half the oranges were blown from the trees, 
and today a large force of workmen are busy 
packing the oranges. Just west of Sierra 
Madre, the large ranches of Messrs. Kinney 
and Carter suffered slightly, but not in com- 
parison with the-groves at Sierra Madre and 
east thereof. Hundreds of boxes of oranges 
are lying on the ground in the vicinity of 
Sierra Madre, mainly around and to the east 
of the hotel, but, as they are ripe, the loss 
will be trifling.

HIGHLANDS. 


The Farmers’ Club Organizes—Dam 
and Road Construction. 

HIGHLAND, Jan. 21.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The Highland Farmers’ Club’ met last 
night and perfected its organization by elect- 
ing the following officers: President, BE. J. 
Yokum; vice-presidents, W. M. Bristol, W. 
A. Brouse, M. C. Snow and W. F. Grow; 
recording secretary, A. 8S. Hawley; corre- 
sponding secretary, Fannie Travelli Paine; 
treasurer, L. I. Coy; Executive Committee, 
William Rogers, J. Hartzell, Prof, T. H. Kirk, 
R. W. Gray and M. H. Evans. The club will 
meet regularly on the last Monday in each 
month, at 2 p.m., the next meeting falling 
on January 31, at Foster Hall. An interest- 
ing programme has been arranged and will be 
announced later. 

The dam that is being constructed by the 
East Highlands Orange Company in Bledsoe 
Gulch for the protection of the adjacent 
storage reservoir, is nearing completion, be- 
ing now thirty feet in height and 100 feet long 
on top. When completed it will be nearly 
fifty feet high, and a roadway will be made 
across it. This is the first dam built in this 
section by the hydraulic process, and its 
progress has been watched with interest. 
A stream of water is made to wash down 
earth from a neighboring hill and deposit it 
in the gulch, the debris being caught and 
held behind a brush dam, which is increased 
in height as fast as necessary. The dam is 
not a part of the reservoir proper, but is in- 
tended to prevent the landslides which threat- 
ened to open the reservoir into the adjoining 
gulch. 

Water is also doing a similar work on the 
Redlands-Highland road. At the south side 
of the Santa Ana wash the bank is being 
washed down, the debris being deposited in 
the desired place by long wing dams of 
brush. Thus the unused winter water is made 
to better the roads instead of injuring them. 


SAN BERNARDINOCOUNTY 
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COMMISSIONER HEARING EVIDENCE 
IN A WATER SUIT. 


& —-— 


Man Found Dend Near Iamosa—A 
Shooting Case in the Courts. 
Mrs. Monro Badly Injured by a 
Runaway Accident. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 21. — [Regular 
Correspondence.] ' All of today was occupied 
in taking testimony in the case of Receiver 
Spoor of the Bear Valley Irrigation Covpany 
vs. the Riverside County Board of Supervis- 
ors. 

The case has been hanging fire for almost 
a year. In the spring of 1897 the Supervisors, 
in response to the petition of the Alessandro, 
Moreno and the Perris sections, which lands 
are irrigated with Bear Valley water, fixed a 
rate of 16 cents per inch for the use of the 
water. Receiver Spoor protested, and fixed a 
rate of 35 cents, which he has since becn 
charging the consumers, and the 16 cents per 
inch that the consumers have paid has sim- 
ply been credited on their accounts. The suit 
was brought, not to question the authority of 
the Supervisors to fix the rates, as has been 
erroneously stated, but on the ground that 
the sixteen-cent rate was not fixed in accord- 
ance with law. 

The Alessandro lands were started by form- 
{ng an irrigation district, the d strict purchas- 
ing water-rights from the Bear Valley Com- 
pany, known as class B certificates, paying 
for the same in district bonds. The income 
from the water-rights was not sufficient to 
pay the expense of the Bear Valley Company, 
and the company failed and went into the 
hands of a receiver. In 1896 the receiver re- 
fused to recognize the validity of the class @ 
certificates and the rates pertaining to the 
same, and established rates for the delivery 
of water by the inch. The district repudiatea 
the bonds issued, and the consumers availed 
themselves cf the privileges of the State law, 
which provides for the establishment of rates 
by County Supervisors for water by the inch, 
These rates must be based on allowing the 
receiver not less than 6 per cent. nor more 
than 18 per cent. on the value of the system, 
and an amount necessary to cover the run- 
— expenses and repairs. 

After a hearing, the Supervisors of River- 
side county fixed a rate for water by the inch, 
to take effect April 1, 1897. The rate was 
based on the assumption that the receiver 
should receive an annual income of $22,000. 
The rates so established are 16 ccnts per inch 
for water delivered for seven months, bogin- 
ning April 1, 1897, and 5 cents per inch for the 
remaining five months of the year. 

The value of the plant, as estimated by the 
Supervisors, and the income provided by ‘the 
rates established, were, in the opinion of the 
receiver, neither just nor equitable. tHe ac- 
cordingly applied to the United States Circuit 
Court to have the rates established by the 
Supervisors set aside. 

he evidence is being taken before a com- 
missioner, Leo Longley. appointed by Judge 
Ross. The testimony introduced by the re- 
ceiver goes to show that the value of the 
Bear Valley plant and water system, on the 
authority of expert engineers, is $602,000. (The 
Riverside Supervisors claim that the plant 
can be duplicated for $300,000.) Also that the 
receipts accruing from water delivered from 
April 1, 1897, to January 1, 1898, at the estab- 
lished rates, have been only $14,000, with a 
probable income for the balance of the year 
of from $1000 to $2000. 

WAS A SUICIDE. 


H. J. Kelley was yesterday found dead in 
his shack near the Belden ranch, JIamosa, 
with a bullet hole in his forehead. 

Kelley was 48 years old, and a native of 
Kansas. He had resided at Iamosa for some 
years, and earned a livelihood by doing odd 
jobs. He was of a retiring disposition, min- 
gled little with other people, and had few 
friends. He was last seen alive on Sunday. 
On Thursday several neighbors, fearing that 
something was wrong, visited the thack and 
found Kelley dead. 
floor, a few feet from the bed, on which lay 
Kelley’s Smith & Wesson 38-caliber revolver, 
with one chamber empty. It was a plain 
case of suicide, the pistol having been 
pointed directly at the center of the fore- 
head. The bullet penetrated to the brain, 
and death must have been instantaneous. 

Coroner Keating held on inquest, and the 
jury rendered a verdict to the effect that 
death had reulted from a gunshot wound, 
self-inflicted with suicidal intent. 

CASE OF WILLIAM M'KEE. | 

After a trial lasting two days, the case 
of William McKee, charged with shooting R. 
R. Staples, went to the jury this afternoon. 

Several months ago the accused and Staples 
got into a fight at the Rose mine over rf 
game of cards. The fight was fierce while it 
lasted, and was brought to a close by a 
shot from McKee's revolver, the bullet hit- 
ting Staples in the arm, inflicting a slight 
wound. Some time later a charge was ‘iled 
against McKee. The case was tried before 
Justice Boneham of Victor, but the charge 
was dismissed, the affair being considered 
too trivial to go any further. 

About this time the grand jury for 1897 
was organized. 
McKee. He was rearrested, and his trial set 
for January 20 in the Superior Court. Thurs- 
day was devoted to the selection of a jury 
and the hearing of the prosecution’s side of 
the testimony, Staples, the man who was 
shot, being the principal witness. Today 
A. G. Watts, A. M. Ham and the defendant 
testified for the defense. 

RUNAWAY ACCIDENT.

STIRRING UP INTEREST IN THE 
WATER CARNIVAL, 


Normal School Board Considering 
Pians for a New Building—Chem- 


ical Engine té Be Bought—More 
Mines Located. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 21.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] There was a good attendance of rep- 
resentative citizens at the mass meeting 
Thursday evening in the Chamber of Com- 
merce rooms for the purpose of considering 
the matter of holding a water carnival. 
Capt. R. V. Dodge called the meeting to order 
and stated that it was the desire of the 
committee appointed by the Chamber of 
Commerce to ascertain whether or not the 
citizens desired to hold a carnival this year. 
He stated that the carnival last year had 
cost $2200, but that it had been the means of 
bringing in at least $40,000, which had been 
distributed generally among the business men 
of the city. It was also stated that the of- 
ficers and men of the various warships that 
would be here during the next few months 
would expect to be entertained after the 
fashion of last year’s carnival, and, consid- 
ering the large sums of money left here an- 
nually by the men and officers of these ves- 
sels, it was thought right and proper that 
some substantial form of entertainment 
should be adopted for their benefit. The mat- 
ter was then taken up and discussed at some 
length by many of-the citizens present, after 
which a committee was appointed, consisting 
of B. L. Muir, V. BE. McConoughey and M. W. 
McDonald to canvass the city between this 
date and Tuesday of next week to ascertain 
the public sentiment in the matter, and to 
make an estimate of the amount of money 
that can be raised. 

NORMAL SCHOOL BOARD. 

The board of Trustees of the State normal 
school to be established here met yesterday 
afternoon in the Fisher Operahouse to con- 
sider the plans and specifications offered for 
the normal echool building to be erected on 
the grounds of University Heights. All of 
the members of the board were present except 
Gov. Budd, who was prevented from being 
here on account of a severe attack of rheu- 
matism. The Governor sent word that he de- 
sired it emphatically understood that he was 
much interested in the San Diego normal 
school, and that he waquld have been at this 
meeting of the trustees if it had been in his 
power to come.

Hinde of Coronado, are the members of the 
board who were present at this meeting. The 
plans and specifications will probably not be 
determined upcen before Saturday.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


‘Arguments Advan¢ed in Favor of 
the Sewer Bonds. 


SANTA ANA, Jan. 21. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Another enthusiastic meeting of 
the sewer bonds committees was held at the 
City Hall last night. A. A. Bynon, represent- 
ing the Blade Publishing Company, presented 
the descriptive matter he had prepared to be 
printed with the map of the city, showing 
the pipe-lines of the sewer system. A com- 
mittee consisting. of W. H. Spurgeon, J. P. 
Lésline, Robert Flook, G. A. Edgar and Ed 
Tedford was appointed to meet with the Blade 
representative this morning, to rearrange and 
add to the matter, and have the dodgers 
printed at once. , 

-E. E. Keech spoke of the expense of oper- 
ating the system, which would be only a trifle 
after being once established. The revenue to 
be obtained from the sewer water, which 
could be sold at a premium over ordinary 
ditch water, he claimed, would more than pay 
for the operating expenses. Other members 
of the committee expressed themselves in like 
manner. 

Surveyor J. P. Leslie, who had figured on 
the cost of putting in the system, was of ths 
opinion that the cost as calculated upon, on 
an average of $1 per running foot, was a little 
high, and that 80 or 90 cents would cover it. 
He confirmed the statement that two-thirds 
of the money expended would be left at home, 
as the labor and part of the material could 
be secured here. 

F. P. Nickey spoke in regard to a statement 
he had heard made by a property-owner, that 
it would cost him an enormous sum to con- 
nect his property with the pipe-line, and sev- 
eral members present gave figures, which had 
been made by plumbers, showing that the 
four-inch iron connecting pipe could be put 
in for not more than 25 cents a running foot, 
including all connections. 

The committee in charge of arranging the 
matter for publication was instruct:d to note 
these points and any others’ that might be 
made to them by citizens, and include them 
in the description. 

The vote of the city is estimated at be- 
tween nine hundred and one thousand, and so 
heated has become the fight that nearly the 
entire vote will be polled. The new registra 
tion, up to the closing of the Great Register 
last night, numbered sixty-two.

Some Peculiar Features of the Local 
Saloon Situation. 

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 21.—[Regular Cor. 
respondence.] The saloon men, the hangers- 
on, the temperance advocates, the church peo- 
ple and others are wondering what will be 
the next development in the Hquor-Heense 
situation. The word has been passed that 
every saloon man against whom charges can 
be made to stick will lose his license. A 
radical revision of the present saloon ordi- 
nance is talked of. Very high license charges, 
such as $1090 per year or more, are proposed, 
and it is being urged that the side rooms and 
the rear rooms be abolished, and that numer- 
ous other objectionable features be done away 
with. If these important changes shall be 
attempted they will almost surely be com- 
batted, on the ground that they would be, in 
effect, a confiscaticn of property. The rapid 
approach of the municipal campaign accen- 
tuates the significance attributed to all: of 
these features, and so the actions cf the 
City Trustees are watched with great eager- 
ness.

The estimated loss of the 
two plants is placed at about $40,000 or $50,000, 
with $20,000 insurance, placed in seven com- 
panies.

SAYS HE WAS HUNGRY. 


CONNERS SMASHED A WINDOW IN 
A JEWELRY STORE. 


Then the Man Stood Still, Waiting 
to Be Arrested=He Made No At- 
tempt to Steal Anything and 
Was Evidently Seeking a Sen- 
tence of Imprisonment. 


James Conners, a young man who 
found it impossible to obtain employ- 
ment, broke a plate-glass wirrlow in 
the jewelry store of E. Berman at No. 
126 South Spring street last evening 
and was locked up on a charge of at- 
tempted burglary. The police feel satis- 
fied, from the man’s action, that he 
wished to be imprisoned, and believe 
his story of hardship. 

Conners was released from the 
County Jail at 3 o’clock on iast 
Wednesday, having served a thirty- 
day sentence for vagrancy. Accord- 
ing to his. story, he was unable to find 
employment, his imprisonment on the 
vagrancy charge acting against him 
when he applied for such positions as 
he could fill. Despondent and hungry 
yesterday afternoon he secured a 
coupling pin, which he wrapped in a 
newspaper. Armed with this, Conners 
Started out to obtain the wherewithal 
to buy food, or at least succeed in gain- 
ing another sentence at imprisonment, 
as that would afford him both shelter 
and food. 

About 5:45 the stopped in front of Ber- 
man’s jewelry store. He was noticed 
by bystanders to hesitate a moment, 
and then deliberately throw the 
coupling pin through the plate-glass 


wirdow. The window was filled with 
valuable jewelry, including several 
trays of diamond rings. The iron 


broke a circular hole in the window 
pane fully three feet in diameter, but 
Conners made no attempt either ft 
abstract any of the jewelry or to es- 
cape. He walked calmly to the edge 
of the sidewalk, where he stood until 
the propfietor of the store rushed out 
and grabbed him. Conners made no 
resistance. Sheriff Burr happened 
along anf took the man into custody 
until the arrival of the patrol wagon. 

At the Police Station Conners, when 
asked why the had broken the window, 
replied dejectedly: “I was hungry. I 
have been unable to get anything to do 
and since my release from the County 
Jail I haven't eaten anything. My first 
intention was to take one of the dia- 
mond rings, as I could have gotten 
enough for it to buy food and shelter 
for some time. I changed my mind, 
that’s all.”’ 

None of the gocrs in the window 
were damaged, the only loss being the 
plate-glass window, which cost $120. 


Just Missed a Fortune. 


[New York Tribune:] The death of 
Gardiner G. Hubbard brought forth an 


interesting reminiscent story from 
Chauncey M. Depew. “Thirty years 
ago,’’ he said musingly, “I was coun- 


sel for the Harlem road, and Gardiner 
G. Hubbard was railway mail in- 
spector. In the course of our official 
duties we were thrown frequently into 
contact and came to know each other 
well. I liked him and he seemed to 
like me. We grew more and more 
confidential, until one day Hubbard 
came into my office and, leaning 
against my desk, said: 

‘Depew, I have a son-in-law. Heis 
a bright young fellow named Bell. He 
is a student and not very practical in 
his ideas. He has invented a talking 
telegraph. It is a wonderful sort of 
an arrangement. I think it has won- 
derful possibilities in it for short com- 
munication for use in villages and 
other places, and will save a great deal 
in messenger-boy fees and so on. I 
don’t think it will ever be much use for 
long-distance “messages, but it seems 
as if it might have a field of its own.’ 

“In those days Hubbard had no 
money, and I- had only a tittte. He 
suggested to me that I take an inter- 
est in the invention, and made a prop- 
ositian that I advance $10,000, for which 
he would give a sixth interest in the 
patent. I said I would think it over. 
The next day I went downtown and 
saw William Orton, who was at thit 
time president of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. I laid the matter 
before him fully. He said to me: 

“Depew, you  haven’t got much 
money, and as @ friend I don’t want 
to see you lose what you have got. 
That invention is practically worth- 
less. It will never amount to any- 
thing. If it should, however, we own 
prior patents upon the idea of which 
Bell’s patents are simply an infringe- 
ment. 

“T took his advice, and now Tam ina 
position to reflect. What would have 
been the result? I would be today, or 
my estate would be, worth something 
like $13,000,000. I say my -estate, for 
in the event of my having secured an 
interest in that tremendously success- 
ful company I do not think I should 
be alive today. Why? Because I 
would have suddenly grown rich. I 
would have had, aside from my tre- 
mendous holding of stock, an enormous 
revenue that it would have exhausted 
me to spend. There would have been 
no incentive for me to engage in 
healthy labor, and an intellectual 
work such ws JT have been compelled te 
keep at in order to make my way in 
the world. . attribute my life and my 
health to continued and healthful labor. 
Not overwork, or underwork, but just a 
natural allottment and fair share.”

The semi-annual report of City Au- 
ditor T. E. Nichols has been completed, 
and will be presented to the Council on 
Tuesday. The report makes it plainly 
apparent that the city will have a 
heavy deficit at the end of the present 
fiscal year. 

The Finance Committee, acting upon 
the advice of the City Attorney, has 
recommended rebates of taxes upon 
mortgages, amounting to over $1500. 

The troublesome question of piping 
the water supply of Hollenbeck Park is 
under consideration by the Zanja Com- 
mittee. 

Harry’ Patton, the Democratic poll- 
tician, filed a suit yesterday against the 
Los Angeles Herald for $50,000 damages, 
which he claims to have suffered 
through the publication of an alleged 
libelous article.

BIG DEFICIT CERTAIN, 


SUMMARY OF THE C@ ‘Y’S FINANCES 
FOR SIX 


City Auditor’s Comparison of Ex- 
penditures and Appropriations. 
Another Unexpected Demand on 

City Treasury—Problem Be- 
fore the Zanja Committee. 


City Auditor T. E. Nichols has com- 
pleted his examination of the quarterly 
reports of the various city departments, 
and will present the results to the City 
Council on Tuesday, Monday being a 
holiday. His report contains a recapitu- 
lation, of which he says, in an accom- 
panying communication to the Council: 

“This report is so compiled as to en- 
able you at a glance to determine as 
to whether each department is keep- 
ing within its allowance; yet you will 
observe that this rule of a division of 
the total allowance will not always 
hold, as by the nature of the duties of 
some of the departments their expen- 
ditures are not regular. This is partic- 
ularly true as to the Assessor’s and 
Tax Collector’s offices, as well as the 
school department. The expenditures 
of the school department as reported 
herein are for four months out of the 
ten.”’ 

The City Auditor says further, that 
“there has been already expended a 
large amount not provided for by the 
appropriations, and this, taken together 
with what will have to be expended 
on the waster litigation, street signs 
and bridges, not provided for in ap- 
propriations, will more than use up 
the amount transferred from my esti- 
mate for new fire apparatus to the 
cash fund.’ 

The recapitulation, which is given be- 
low, covers first those departments and 
offices for which provision was made 
in the,annual appropriation made last 
summer. In addition those expenditures 
are shown for which no specific appro- 
priations were made. Ags the recapitu- 
lation is designed to show whether the 
departments have kept within their 
appropriations during the first six 
months of the fiscal year, already 
elapsed, the first column of figures 
shows one-half of the amounts appro- 
priated and the second column gives 
the expenditures. |

This report is highly important, as it 
affords the best means yet obtained 
for determining how far the city’s ex- 
penses will cverrun the estimates made 
at the beginning of the fiscal year. It 
is obvious that the year will end with 
a deficit, but as yet it is impossible to 
determine how great it will be. A 
most important factor in the problem 
is yet to be determined. There is 
every reason to believe that the city’s 
revenues will be materially less than 
was estimated when the appropri- 
ations were made last June. In several 
departments the receipts have been 
less than was anticipated, and in some 
cases they have fallen below last year. 
It is probable that the City Auditor will 
next be requested to prepare a state- 
ment covering the first half of the fis- 
cal year and showing the actual re- 
ceipts of each department as com- 
pared with the estimated receipts. 

From the data already at hand it is 
apparent that the deficit at the end of 
the fiscal year cannot be less than 
$40,0000. To offset this in part, it must 
not be forgotten that the city entered 
upon the present year with a deficit of 
par gy which itt was necessary to make 
g 


ANOTHER UNEXPECTED DEMAND. 


The City Loses Fifteen Hundred 
Dollars of Taxes. 

The city treasury has suffered an- 
other unexpected drain, amounting to 
over $1500. In making up the assess- 
ment.roll the Assessor taxed the mort- 
gages resting upon the Henne, Lanker- 
shim and Stowell blocks, on Spring 
street. The taxes amounted in the 
aggregate to over $1500. The owners of 
the. buildings paid the first installment 
of taxes, but recently filed petitions 
asking that the m@gney so paid be re- 
funded, and that they be relieved from 
payment of the second installment. 
The petitions were based upon the fact 
that the mortgages were given to se- 
cure money borrowed from the regents 
of the University of California, and 
under the decisions of the Supreme 
Court such mortgages are exempt from 
taxation. 

These petitions were referred to the 
Finance Committee. The committee 
consulted City Attorney Dunn, who 
gave it as his opinion that the peti- 
tions were well founded, and that the 
mortgages are therefore exempt. 

The committee accordingly adopted a 
report yesterday, recommending that 
the petitions be granted. 

This is a serious inroad upon the 
city’s funds. especially in view of the 
fact that the city has already been 
obliged to pay back to taxpayers from 
$1000 to $1500, consequent upon errors 
made by the City Assessor. 

A number of minor recommendations 
were adopted yesterday by the Finance 
Committee. 


ZANJA COMMITTEE. 


Troublesome Problem Concerning 
Hollenbeck Park Water Supply. 
The Zanja Committee held a meet- 

ing yesterday afternoon to discuss the 

request of the Park Commissioners that 
pipe be laid to conduct to Hollenbeck 

Park the water which now flows to it 

over the open ground. 

The water comes from a zanja, but 
from the intersection of Brooklyn ave- 
nue and St. Louis street it finds its 
own course, flowing over private prop- 
erty through natural depressions until 
it finally reaches the park. There 
have been many complaints from peo- 
ple living in the vicinity of the stream, 
who consider it a menace to health. 
The Park Commissioners at their last 
meeting requested the Council to fur- 
nish the pipe necesssary for piping 
the water from the point where it now 
leaves the zanja to the park. It is 
said that about 2500 feet of pipe will 
be required, and the cost has been 
roughly estimated at $825. 

The Zanja Committee devoted some 
time to the consideration of ways and 
means. It was a problem how the cost 
of the pipe should be met. The sug- 
gestion was made that $325 might be 
appropriated from the Hollenbeck Park 
fund, and $500 from the zanja fund, 
but no definite conclusion was reached. 
It is probable that Pre City Engineer 
will be asked to present an estimate 
of the cost. 


City Hall Notes. 

The annual report of City Auditor T. 
BE. Nichols for the year ending No- 
vember 30, 1897, will probably be 
printed. 

A petition has been filed asking the 
Council to order a cement sidewalk 
on both sides of Thirtieth street from 
Orchard street to Vermont avenue. 

The City Auditor’s report for the 
week ending yesterday showed a bal- 
ance in the city treasury of $160,065.25.

HERALD LIBEL SUIT, 
MAJ. HARRY PATTON WANTS 
$50,000 DAMAGES. 

Which He Claims That He Has Sus- 


tained Through the Publication 
of a Herald Editorial That Re- 
fiected on His Integrity. 


Harry W. Patton filed a suit yester- 
day against the Los Angeles Herald 
and William A. Gpalding for $50,000 
damages, which he claims to have sus- 
tained through the publication of ean 
alleged ibelous article appearing 
among the editorials in the Herald on 
the 21st inst. 

It is understood that the Herald pro- 
poses to stand up to the rack, fodder or 
no fodder, and is joyously preparing to 
make the fight of its life.

is based is embodied in the complaint 
and runs as follows: 
WOULD BE A BAD APPOINTMENT. 

“For some months it has been an 
open secret that H. W. Patton is booked 
for the appointment of State Bank Ex- 
aminer, to fill the next vacancy that 
occurs. Mr. Patton himself has made 
this an open secret by proclaiming on 
every convenient occasion that he has 
an iron-bound and brass-riveted pledge 
from Gov. Budd to that effect. 

“Without presuming to question the 
authenticity of Mr. Patton’s proclama- 
tion, and without any desire to butt its 
head against the inevitable, the Merald 
wishes to observe that such an ap- 
pointment, if made, would be an ex- 
ceedingly bad one. It would be dis- 
creditable for the administration, dis- 
astrous to the Democratic party in this 
end of the State, and an injustice to the 
public, in whose interests a bank ex- 
amimer is supposed to be employed. A 
good and sufficient reason may be as- 
signed for each one of these objections. 

“In the first place, Patton knows no 
more about the banking business than 
@ Hottentot knows of heaven. He is not 
an accountant; he is not a man of busi- 
ness training; he is not one whose judg- 
ment could be relied upon to decide in- 
volved and intricate matters, such as 
the bank examiners are frequently con- 
fronted with. 

“Secondly, if a man is to be selected 
from the ranks of the Democratic party 
in Southern California for an office of 
honor and emolument. Patton is not a 
creditable nor an acceptable represen- 
tative. It has been openly charged that 
during the last campaign in this dis- 
trict Patton, having received the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Congressmen, 
sold out his claim for coin and retired 
from the canvass. He negotiated with 
the Silver Republican Campaign Com- 
mittee, and ‘transferred all of his right, 
title and interest to Barlow. Thereisa 
man who says he can show a check 
with Patton’s indorsement as evidence 
of this tramsaction. If this be true, 
Patton was guilty of an act of treach- 
ery to his party which ought to for- 
ever bar him from participation in its 
counsels or a share in the honors which 
it has to bestow. If the story be not 
true, Patton has had abundant oppor- 
tunity to deny it in the columns of his 
own paper, for it was published. more 
than a week ego. Instead of denying it 
in an open, manty, honest way, how- 
ever, he met it like a buffoon, and tried 
to convert the whole matter into a 
joke. The rank and file of the Demo- 
cratic party in this end of the State are 
too much in earnest to have their atten- 
tion diverted by any such procedure. 
They want to know whether Patton 
juggled and bartered away the high 
honor which they once conferred upon 
him. If Patton has any defense to 
make which he cannot make in his own 
paper, the columns of the Herald ere 
open to him. 

“But objections sufficient to bar him 
from honors to be conferred by a Dem- 
acratic administration may be found 
in more recent transactions of this 
man. It was he who made an alli- 
ance (presumably for coin or political 
intrigue) with Walter Webb, a Repub- 
lican boss and boodler—a man under 
indictment for extortion, under investi- 
gation for malfeasance in office—a 
man under the condemnation of this 
community for blackmailing teachers 
and grossly abusing his trust. Paton, 
in his paper, the Capital, took up the 
cudgel for this Republican boodler, and 
incidentally cast aspersions upon the 
League for Better City Government 
and the best elements of Los Ange'es, 
Democratic and Renublican alike. Nor 
did he stop here. Patton, as the local 
representative of the San Francisco 
Call, enlisted that paper in a cam- 
paign in defense of the same Repub- 
lican boodler. 

“Tf a man is to be judged by the com- 
pany he keeps, then Patton must be 
content with a very low place in pub- 
lic estimation. No only has he failed 
to be true to the best traditions of his 
party, but he has betraved the party 
itself. and. so far as he has been able, 
has brought it into disrenute. 

“Tt can hardly be possible that Gov. 
Budd will choose such a man as the 
object of his favor—givine into his 
hands one of the most resnonsible and 
honorable offices in the State. If he 
does so, he will be placing a premium 
on party treachery, honorine the 
known friend of Republican boodlers 
and delivering a slap in the face to the 
best elements of the Democratic party 
in this end of the State.” 


SCORED MAGINNIS, 


Judge Allen Renders an Opinion in 
an Interesting Case. 

Judge Allen rendered an opinion 
yesterday in the case of H. L. Wi- 
liams et al.. vs. the Producers’ Oil 
Company, defendant, and A. P. Ma- 
ginnis, intervenor, which contains 
some interesting reference to con- 
tracts in which a trustee of a concern 
bargains to sell his influence. 

In the above-entitled case it seems 
that in 1895 Maginnis, who was then 
an officer of the Southern California 
Railway Company, entered into a con- 
tract with L. Williams, by the 
terms of which it was agreed that in 
consideration of his using his influence 
with the railroad company in securing 
to Williams a contract to furnish all 
the oil consumed by the company for 
fuel, for a period of two years, he 


ywas to receive a commission of 10 per 


cent. on'the barrel. In pursuance of 
this agreement Maginnis induced the 
company to enter into a contract with | 


Williams to take his oil at the rate of 


$1 per barrel. 

Williams afterward contracted with 
the Producers’ Oil Company to 
what oil he needed for 75 cents per 
barrel. This company found it neces- 
sary to borrow $10,000 to carry on its 
business. Williams, Maginnis and one 
Parker indorsed the company’s note. 
Only $4000 of this amount was paid 
when the Producers’ Oil Company made 
default, and Williams, Parker and 
Maginnis entered into an agreement 
to pay the balance of the $6000. Par- 
ker paid $2000. and Williams paid 
$2000 for himself, and $2000, for 
Maginnis, which amount was due him 
from Williams for his commission on 
the railroad contract. When the full 
amount on thenote was paid, Williams 
waused the bank to execute a transfer 
to himself and Parker of the note and 
an assignment of the mortgage se- 
curity, which had been given by the 
Producers’ Oil Company at the time 
«hat they made the loan. 

The suit was brought by Williams 
and Parker, as assignees to foreclose 
the mortgage. Maginnis filed his in- 
tervention, setting up the fact that 
one-third of the amount due upon the 
mortgage had been paid by himself. 
and praying for a decree that he be 
entitled to one-third of the proceeds 
of the property. 

In reviewing the matter in his writ- 
ten opinion, Judge Allen says: “There 
is no question in my mind of the iflle- 
gality of the contract hetween Wil- 
liams and Maginnis. Upon its face 
it shows that Williams was seeking 
to buy an officer of the railroad com- 
nany, and that such officer was con- 
tractinge to sell his influence with the 
corporation, to whom he owed a dutv 
as a trustee, and ‘hat the other con- 
tracts set out in the complaint, and 
relied upon by the plaintiff Williams. 
have had their inception in fraud. But 
the evidence clearly shows that. not- 
withstanding this faot, the profits of 
the illegal transaction were divided 
hetween the guilty parties, and that 
Williams naid to the bank for Ma- 
einnis $2000 as for his share of the 
nrofits of the railroad contract. To this 
extent, the contract. although illeea! 
was executed, and by this court held 
woon demurrer, their position will not 
he disturbed. A court will not gran* 
relief to either wrongdoer in a 
tramsaction, but leave them where it 
finds them. 

“Williams havine voluntarily paid 
Maginnis £990 before the commence- 
ment of this action. ft ‘will certainiv 
not grant anv relief to Williams, tend- 
ing to refund to him anv portion of 
the profits of the transaction already 
naid out bv him. Findings and jude- 
ment, therefere, upon the issues raised 
in the complaint in intervention, will 
be in favor of the intervenor.” 


BATES CONTEMPT PROCEEDINGS. 


‘Ex-Policeman States That Sammons 


Was not Served Upon Him. 


A. B. A. Bates appeared in Depart- 
ment One of the Superior Court ye 
terday morning in response to a cita- 
tion for contempt in having failed to 
obey the order of the court to pay his 
wife alimony. Bates is the policeman 
who lost his eyesight while in the serv- 
ice of the department. His wife se- 
cured a divorce from him last Septem- 
ber and a decree for $20 a month ali- 
mony. Bates has persistently refused 
to pay. a cent toward his wife’s mainte- 
mance since the order was made. 

His attorney, R. A. Ling, was pre- 
pared yesterday with a lot of affidavits 
by physicians who have treated Bates 
for his eyesight, in which they 
strongly urged against his being sent 
to jail, stating that the confinement 
in his present condition would wreck 
his health. An affidavit from Bates 
bimself was also read, in which he 
stated that he had not intentionally 
disregarded the order of the court to 
appear and show cause why he had 
not alimony, but that no —sum- 
mons had been served upon him and 
he did not know that he was wanted 
until he learned of the fact through 
his neighbors. 

Bates is on the pension roll of the po- 
lice department and receives half pay, 
which amounts to $41.66 per month. 
His attorney stated that this amount 
was barely sufficient to pay his living: 
expenses. especially when the cost of 
physicians who are treating him for 
his eyesight is considered. 

At this point Attorney Hinckley, who 
is representing Mrs. Bates, made some 
remark to the effect that Bates’s ex- 
penses might be less if he did not em- 
ploy such high-priced legal talent. 

Mr. Ling was on his feet in a sec- 
ond and turning toward Mr. Hinckley, 
said with warmth: “Any inference of 
that kind is as base and cowardly as 
it can be, and I won't stand it.” 

“However base and cowardly it is, 
the statement is based on the inference 
of counsel,”’ rejoined Hinckley. 

“Here, here, that sort of thing can’t 
go on in this court. You gentlemen 
will have to come to order,” said Judge 
Smith looking disapprovingly at the 
two lawyers who glared threateningly 
at each other. 

The affair proved nothing more than 
a tempest in a teapot, and the attor- 
neys eoon subsided. Bates’s case, 
which had been lost sight of for the 
moment, was again remembered and 
the proceedings renewed. Several 
more tiffs between counsel occurred be- 
fore Judge Smith announced that he 
would take the case under advisement 
for a few days. 


SENT TO IONE. 


A Youthful Burglar Will Be Given a 
Chance to Reform. 

Louis Baker, 17 years old, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of burglary yester- 
day before Judge Smith and was sen- 
tenced to serve three years in the Pres- 
ton School of Industry at Ione. Baker 
isa bright looking boy and comes of a 
respectable family. He was arrested a 
wek ago for burglarizing the store of 
the Southern California Arms Company 
on First street. He gained entrance to 
the store during the night by means 
of a false key and stole a gun, several! 
revolvers and pocket Knives and a lot 
of cartridges. 

He was arrested by a police detec- 
tive and when bis room was searched 
a quantity of stolen goods taken from 
other places was found hidden there. 
Among these was a typewriter belong- 
ing to Arlington Reed on South 
Broadway. It was the theft of this in- 
strument that was charged against 
Baker in the information to which he 
pleaded guilty. 

The boy seemd thoroughly penitent 
and promised to reform if the Judge 
would send him to the reform school 
instead of the penitentiary. The father 
of the lad, who is a brakeman on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, was present 
in court and begged that Lewis be sent 
to Ione. He stated that this was the 
first time that he had ever heard of his 
son committing a serious offense. For 
the past three years he has been work- 
ing in different machine shops, and has 
always given satisfaction where he 
was employed. 

Judge Smith stated that he would 
suspend the proceedings against Lewis 
and send him to Ione, where he may 
remain if he shows a disposition to

The Notorious Mountebank Again 
in Los Angeles. 


The notorious crank, “Lewis the 
Light” is again in Los Angeles, after 
an absence of several years. The 
man is a peculiar freak of humanity. 
He has twice been incarcerated in asy- 
lums for the insane, once in Chicage 
and once in this State, but, being 
harmless, has always been released 
after a short detention. 

It is @ question whether Lewis the 
Light is a harmless crank or not. He 
has a@ way of forcing himself and his 
printed propagandas upon women and 
helpless men in a way that tends ta 
frighten his victims, even if he does 
them no other harm. 

The man is certainly doing no gooa@ 
for himself or humanity, and is likely, 
even though he may not intend it, to 
do serious harm, and hence a number 
of people would be glad to know that 
the “Light’’ was safely housed in one 
of the State asylums. 

During the boom nere, ten years ago, 
Lewis created considerable interest in 
his wild vagaries, but he was soon dis- 
covered to be a freak, more or less ine 
sane, and was dropped by everybody. 
He then went to San Francisco, but 
was speedily brought to grief by the 
unsympathetic police, who refused to 
take Lewis’s word for it that he wags 
God and could save the world. His 
last escapade in San Francisco, and 
the one which sent him to Stockton 
asylum, was an invitation to people to 
call and see the divine light burning in 
bis breast. Lewis exposed his per- 
son at this exhibition in a way that 
brought the police down upon him in 
short order. 

Of recent years he has been little 
heard of on the Coast, but on Thursday 
last a well-dressed stranger approached 
the news etand of the deaf mute, Max 
Cohn, at No. 124% South Spring street 
and threw down before him the fol- 
lowing screed written upon the back 
of a circular he picked up near by: 

“Max: Read this intelligently and 
with interest! Deaf mutes are caused 
by the unnatural crime’of rebelling 
against Lewis the Light! All nature, 
together with humanity, groans for 
lack of using Lewis the Light! Whilst 
people are such unnatural fools as to 
breed mules, there will also be deaf 
mutes to suffer for it. Greater than 
the ram’s horn is the horn of the hee 
goat, LEWIS THE LIGHT. 

“Logical lectures on living issues: 
Gentiles, 1, 3. Revelations, 21, 3; Reve 
elations, 9, 21 and 19, 15. Revelations, 

Accompanying the written communi- 
cation,’ Lewis left a printed circular 
which would be conclusive evidence of 
the man’s insanity before any jury in 
the world outside of an asylum for ine 
sane. It is understood Lewis is to até 
tempt to deliver a series of lectures 
here, and if so, the chances are the poe 
lice will take him in charge.

TEMPORARY QUARTERS PROVIDED. 
SCHOOL COMMENCES TUESDAY. 


A New School Building to Be Speed- 
ily Erected to Take the Place 
of the One DBurned—New Lot to 

Re Secared. 


The Board of Education held a meet- 
ing yesterday morning to provide suit- 
able quarters for the scholars of the 
Pico Heights: school, which building 

. Was destroyed by fire last Thursday 
afternoon. 

Superintendent of Schools J. A. 
_Foehay, C. J. Kubach, chairman of 
the cormmittee, and C. A. Chariton, 
Assistant Superintendent of Buildings, 
were directed to take the matter in 
hand and secure rooms where school 
could be held until such time as more 
suitable quarters could be provided. 
fRuperintendent Foshay reported that 
two rooms had been secured in the 
Congregational Church, oné storeroom 
@t the corner of Pico and E streets and 
one storeroom on Picostreet between F 
and G streets. These rooms will pro- 
vide ample accommodation for the 
238 pupils. They are being rapidly put 
fn order, and the necessary desks and 
seats procured, and will be ready for 
schocl Tuesday morning. 

At the meeting of the Board of Ed- 
ucation the following resolution was 
offered and referred to the Building 
Committee: 

“Whereas, the complete destruction 
of the Pico Heights school building, a 
four-room building, in the district 
lying immediately north of the Rose- 
Gale school district, has deprived the 
Pico Heights district of necessary 
school facilities; and whereas, the ter- 
ritory lying northeast from said Pico 
Heights district in the direction-toward 
Westlake Park, is and for some time 
past has been without adequate school 
facilities; and whereas, it has been 
Suggested that a larger school build- 
ing, more centrally located with re- 
Spect to said entire territory last above 
mentioned, and with respect to said 
Pico Heights district, will be likely to 
provide most satisfactorily for the 
common-school education of the chil- 
dren in that part of the city, now there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, by the Board of Educa- 
tion of the city of Los Angeles: First, 
that it is the intention of this Board 
of Education to proceed to erect with- 

Out unnecessary delay a new school 
building on the site of the Picd Heights 


school building lately destroyed, or in 
some more suitable location in that 
part of the city; second, that said 


school building shall contain not less 
than ten schoolrooms, and shal! be don- 
structed of brick with a stone founda- 
tion; third, that the Building Commrit-. 
tee is hereby authorized and instructed 
to advertice for proposals for a school 
lot of adequate size, within the dis- 
trict or territory above mentioned, 
upon which to erect such school build- 
ing, and with space enough for ample 
yard facilities; that it shall be .apeci- 
fied in said advertisement that: this 
board reserves the right to reject any 
and all such offers, and that it is the 
preference of this board that if a anew 
building shall not be erected upén the 
Pico Heights school lot now.owned by 
this board, that said lot shall be sold 
in connection with the purchase 
said new lot; fourth, that the Commit- 
tee on Buildings is hereby instructed . 


to forthwith advertise for ten days in- j J , 


viting architects to present competitive | 
plans for a school building of the'kind 
hereinabove specified, this board “ re- 
serving the right to reject any 
all such plans; said plans to be on file 
with the secretary of this board on ofr 
before the l0th day of February, 1898; 
fifth, that if any of the said plans 
submitted by architects shall be 
adopted, that this board. will pay to 
the architect submitting the plans sec- 
ond in merit, in the estimation of this 
board, the sum of $25, and to the archi- 
tect submitting the plans third best, in 
the estimation of this board, the sum 
of $20; such plans, however, to remain, 
in that event, subject to the control of 
‘this board, with the right to adopt 
any point of merit contained in sueh 
plans, and incorporate the. same into 
the plans-that shall be adopted “and 
used by this board in the construction 
of said school’ building.”

Bids Received for the Building for 
the Women Nurses. 
SOLDIERS’ HOME, Jan. 22.—[Regu- 

lar Correspondence.] ids for the con- 
struction of quarters for women nurses 
were opened on the 19th. Childs, Hat- 
ton & Fields of Los Angeles presented 
the lowest figures, and upon approval 
by the authorities at Hartford, Ct., 
will be awarded the contract. 

The plans snow that the building, 42x 
50 feet, will be located a trifle southwest 
of the hospital, and overlooking the site 
of the proposed lake. It will be a two- 
story ornate cottage. Steps twelve 
feet wide will ascend to a porch and 
vestibule opening upon a ~reception- 
room 12x14™% feet. On the first floor, 
beside this hall, there will be a sitting- 
room, dining-room and pantry, kitchen, 
maitron’s room with bathroom, etc., and 
night nurses’ room. The latter will be 
at the rear of the building, and so iso- 
lated as to secure the quietness needed 
for day repose. A veranda will sur- 
round the reception-room, the dining- 
room and kitchen. The second story 
will consist of five sleeping-rooms, bath- 
room, ete. All rooms will be provided 
with ventilators. Lighting will be by 
electricity and heating by indirect ra- 
diation. Bids were also opened on the 
19th inst. for two additional boilers for 
the power-house. The award was se- 
cured by J. T. McCrossen, Los Angeles, 
agent for the Sterling Company of San 
Francisco. They will be each 100-horse- 
power, water-tube, high-pressure boil- 
_ers, and will cost $2967.

SAN PEDRO. 


Certain Street Openings May Abol- 
ish Southern Pacific Monopoly. 
SAN PEDRO, Jan. 22.—[ Regular 

Correspondence.] The Board of City 

Trustees has adopted the final ordi- 

nance for the opening of First and 

Fifth streets through to the water- 

front. The commissioners appointed 

to fix the amounts of damages to be 
allowed and benefits to be assessed are 

Capt. R. Hillyer, Fritz Wiedwald and 

J. H. Dodson. All three of the com- 

missioners are understood to be favor- 

able to the opening, and the Southern 

Pacific Company, which has important 

monopolistic interests at stake, will 

scarcely be able to interfere with the 
proceedings until the commissioners 


shall file their report. The proposed 
street extensions would cross the 


| tracks and wharf of that company, and 


would place under control of the city 
certain valuable privileges for which 
the company has charged yery high 
rates. It has not been the policy of 
the lumber companies to permit the 
use of their wharves for anything 
other than lumber traffic. It has 
therefore been virtually a necessity for 
any one wishing to ship grain grown 
within wagon-hauling distance of this 
port to use the Southern Pacific wharf 
in loading the grain onto vessels. If 
the grain were placed on a Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company’s steamer 


the rate per ton for wharfage 
and freight to San Francisco 
would be $2.50. But if it were~- de- 


sired to ship the grain by any other 
vessel, such as one which had 
charged lumber, and. must otherwise 
return north empty, or in ballast, the 
company would charge $2.50 for. the 
wharfage alone. By this means the 
Southern Pacific Company has com- 
pelled shippers to send their grain by 
one particular company’s vessels. . 

The proposed street openings would 
place certain portions of the wharf in 
control of the city, and would prob- 
ably abolish the monoply that. the 
Southern Pacific Company has hereto- 
fore exercised.

What a Klondiker Expects to Bring 
Out This Year. 

T..S. Lippy and wife, who came 
from Dawson City last summer, reach- 
ing San Francisco July 14 on the Alaska 
Commercial Company’s steamer Excel- 
sior, which brought the first passen- 
gers and gold from Dawson, is in the 
Lippy and‘his wife left Seattle 


in April, 1896, and it took them only 
five weeks to reach Dawson City from 


Dyea. 
- On August 21, 1896, George Cormack, 
a white man who was living with. the 
Stick Indians, reached Forty-Mile with 
$100 worth of gold dust.. He got drunk 
and told where he had found the- gold. 
‘The next day there was a wild stam- 
pele of 300 excited men to the scene of 
this new discovery. 
Mr. Lippy and his wife reached the 
ace a few. days later, but he did not 
strike pay dirt till December 6... 
“Life there is very unsatisfactory,’ 
he says. “Everybody se to be in 
an undecided state of mind—uncertain 
‘where to go, or what to do. Scurvy is 
brought on as much by homesickness 
as the food. The ankles first swell, the 
legs turn black, and the teeth become 
loose! It does not seem ‘to be a pain- 
ful malady, but soon incapacitates its 
victims so far as work ts concerned, 
and proves fatal if he remains there.. 
“While there are thousands of miles 


of unexplored territory there, and the 
chances are just as good as when I 
went in, the proportion of successful 
men will, of course, be very small. I 
have only one claim, and am. working 
twenty: men. I. expect to bring out 
this year at least a half a’ton of gold. 
I will leave Seattle. the middle of 
March. My wife will not accompany 
me this trip, and I would not go if I 
did not have to. As it is I will make 
my stay as brief as possible. Some of 
my workmen at Dawson lived in tents 
last winter, and the mercury got as 
low as 73 deg. below zero. In summer 
it goes over 100 deg. — 

“L. W. Fox, the former bicycle agent 
here, who has done’ well, and who 
came out reeently, worked for me when 
he first went there.”’

“LET SNYDER SUGGEST, 

M. P. Snyder, who is vainly trying 
to fill the posilion of Mayor of Los 
‘Angeles, is quoted as follows by the 
San Francisco Call, in an alleged in- 
terview on the waterworks question 
in general, and the recent fire on Pico 
Heights, in particular: 

“The fire on Pico Heights is an un- 
answerable plea for the early settle- 
ment of ths water question. The 
three syndicated dailies can now con- 
tinue their policy of defending those 
oficials who cre blocking the city’s 
acquisition of its water plant, if they 
wish, but every time they bolster up 
procrastination in this matter, they 
are jeopardizing the lives and property 
of hundreds of people. Until the water 
question is settled we cannot have an 
adequate service for this city. The 
longer settlement is delayed, the 
longer we will be without it. 

“Every day of delay that could be 
avoided by the City Council taking 
up this question and treating, it in- 
telligently. honestly and fearlessly, as 
representatives of the people and not 
as special pleaders of the water com- 
pany, would be a great boon to the 
people. Just think of those innocent 
school children, whose lives were in 
danger this afternoon. Why, the con- 
templation is appalling. If anything 
was needed to areuse the people to 
action, my opinion is that Providence 
has sent that thing.” 

This language is worthy of notice 
only in consideration of the position 
which M. P. Snyder is endeavoring to 
occupy. Any remarks which M. P. 
Snyder chooses to make in his normal 
capacity as a private citizen (of ex- 
cec¢ingiy small caliber) are of no 
more account than the chatterings of 
a chimpanzee in the wilds of Africa.

A VICTORY FOR ELECTRICITY. 
The management of the Manhattan 
Elevated Railroad, of New York City, 
after full investigation and discussion 
of all known methods of propulsion, 
have decided to adopt electricity as 
a& motive power, and the new system 
will be installed as soon as practica- 
ble. The change from steam to elec- 
tricity will involve an expenditure of 
several millions of dollars, but it has 
been decided upon as a measure of 
real economy in the end, notwith- 
standing the heavy initial outlay. 
The adoption of electricity as a mo- 
tive power by the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad is not only a signal victory 
for electricity, but it will be a distinct 
advantage both to the patrons of the 
road and to the people residing or 
doing business along the line. Ihe 
smoke and cinders of the steam loco- 
motive, even with the use of appli- 
ances designed to abate the nuisancs 
so far as possible, are a source of se- 
rious inconvenience to the public. 
The noise of the steam locomotive is 
also considerably greater-than that of 
the electric motor-car, though the l|at- 
ter is still a serious offender in this 
regard. But in point of general clean- 
liness the electric locomotive is far 
in advance of steam, and this consid- 
eration is in itself, all-important. 
Electricity is particularly adapted 
to the demands of rapid transit on 
elevated roads in the larger cities, and 
its adoption by the Manhattan roaa 
will doubtless pe followed by similar 
action on the part of other elevated 
raiJroads in the principal cities of the 
world. With the general application 
of electricity to this use will come 
more frequent and better service, con- 
tributing greatly to the convenience 
and comfort of the public at large. It 
is becoming more and more evident 
that electric motors are destined, at 
no distant day, to drive the larger 
part of the world’s machinery. 


THE CURFEW ORDINANCE. 

The City Council has decided to 
enforce the curfew ordinance whick 
was enacted last year. 

Three years ago, Lincoln, Neb., 
adopted a curfew ordinance, compell- 
ing all children under the age of 15 
years, unless accompanied by parents 
or absent with leave—those in em- 
ployment excepted—to be home after 
9 o’clock in summer, and 8 o'clock in 
wirter. 

Since then it has been adopted in 
about 300 towns and cities of the 
country, the chief® of these being 
Omaha, Neb.; Denver and Pueblo, 
Colo.; Kansas City and St. Joseph, 
Mo.; Deg Moiues, Iowa; Topeka and 
Leavenworth, Kan., and Quincy and 
Evanston, Ill. The Mayor of Lincoln 
says: . 

“The results of the enforcement of 
the ordinance in reducing crime were 
a complete surprise, both to the police 
and to the city officials. There was a 
decrease of 75 per cent. in arrests of 
the young the first month of the ordi- 
nance, with no required 'ncrease in 
our police force, and a uecided im- 
provement, socially and morally, of 
the youth, with a pecuniary Saving to 
the city in the falling-off ‘of the num- 
ber of arrests made. This seems a 
strictly proper way of reducing crime 
among the young in the cities of 
our Country.” 

The testimony from ihe lincoln 
Chief of Police, from the teachers in 
the city schools, from the Superin- 
tendent of the Nebraska Reform 
School, and from city officials of 
Ohama and North’ Platte, Neb., of 
Des Moines, Iowa, and Evanston, III., 
is emphatically in. behalf of the al- 
together beneficent working of the 
law. The Chief of Police of St. 
Joseph, Mo., says: 

“There has been, in the seven 
months of enforcement of the curfew 
ordinance, a reduction of fully 50 per 
cent. in commitments to the State 
Reform School from St. Joseph.” 

There are a good many young chil- 
dren about the streets, of an evening, 
in Los Angeles, who would be better 
off if they were tucked in bed at 
home, The curfew ordinance is a 
good thing, but there is ro apparent 
necessity for adding to the unneces- 
sary noises of the city by ringing a 
bell every evening. 


The curfew ordinance is all right, 


but the curfew bell is all wrong. Lei 
it stay uprung.

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| BETTER THAN HAWAIL 

Those who are endeavoring to bring 
about the annexation of Hawali to ihe 
United Stuies are évidently not at ali 
particular as to what means they vae 
to thaut*end. Ali is fish that comes to 
their nets. lt is now proposed to link 
the Hawaiian and Cuban questions to- 
gether in the Consular and Diplomatic 
Appropriation Bill, the idea being 
that in this manner votes may be ob- 
tained from those who favor Cuba but 
oppose Hawaii. “Any old _ thing” 
would be acceptable to the annexa- 
tionists, if they could only get their 
pet project through. : 

As a means of arousing enthusiasm 
for the annexation proposition, much 
is being made of the visit of President 
Dole to this country. The good-look- 
ing gentleman who, with a few ot his 
countrymen, has succeeded in obtain- 
ing a job as temporary boss of the isl- 
ands, is to be made more of than any 
person of rank who has been in the 
United States since the visit of the 
Prince of Wales. He is to be provided 
with all the marks of respect that are 
shown to visiting royalties, incliding 
an attaché of the Navy Department 
who is familiar with the Kanaka lan- 
guage, and will therefore be of much 
assistance to this visiting potentate 
in case he has grown unfamiliar with 
the United States dialect. 

Mr. Dole is quoted as saying that 
the ratification of the annexation 
treaty “would afford a greater op- 
portunity for American pital. and 
labor on the island.” For capital, per- 
haps, although these islands appear to 
have been pretty well exploited by 
foreign capital already, but as to la- 
bor, what opportunity would Ameri- 
can workingmen have there, in com- 
petition with the ample supply of the 
cheapést kind of labor which is now 
available? Such an argument as this 
will deceive few intelligent Americans. 
It will be an evil day for the United 
States when this country inaugurates 
a policy of ultra-territorial aggres- 
sion, either in Hawaii or elsewhere. 
The reasons for this have been stated 
more than once by THe Tres, and it 


is not necessary to recapitulate them. 


The United States needs the Hawaiian 
Islands about as much as a horse 
needs five legs. Doubtless some of 
the capitalists interested in the isl- 
ands need the United States very 
much, but that is no sufficient reason 
why they should get us. 

If this country needs more land to 
furnish opportunities’ for citizens of 
the country to make a living, there is 
plenty of it to be had within the pres- 
ent confines of the United States. The 
United States government owns about 
100,000,000 acres of land which cou!d 
be made productive by means of ir- 
rigation, and would furnish homes for 
over 10,000,000 _ people. 
this 
would be a much more sensible pro- 
ject than to annex a group of islands 
out in the middle of the Pacific that 
are already settled by people who can 
live on two bits a day, and have no 
ambition for more. Moreover, it 
would not need the whole United 
States navy to keep this land from be- 
ing stolen. 


ON BEHALF OF THE PENSIONERS. 
The National Tribune of Washing-* 
ton, D. C., is making a vigorous cam- 
paign on behalf of the government 
pensioners and the pension system. 
While admitting that there are fraud- 
ulent pensioners, and urging that 
cases Of fraud should be hunted down 
and exposed to the fullest possible 
extent, the National Tribune depre- 
cates the “periodical raids” made.on 
the pension rolls by demagogues and 
political self-seeker#® It says, with 
truth and force: sd 

“The place to ‘purge the pension- 
rolis’ is in the Pension Bureau, and 
not in the columns of the newspapers. 
It is the Commissioner’s sworn duty 
to hunt up any frauds and bring them 
to justice. He has the moSt unlimited 
means placed at his disposal for this 
very purpose. Every man and woman 
on the pension roll is directly at his 
mercy. He can ‘purge the pension- 
rolls’ to the last name on it, if he 
has good reasons for doing so, and 
the country will applaud him. But 
wholesale. slandering of the brave 
men who served the country faithfully 
is not the way to correct wrongs, if 
any there be, in the allowances al- 
ready made.” 

And again: 

“The ineffable cruelty of this eru- 
sade against pensions is that it comes 
in the old age of the pensioners, when 
they are sinking beneath the weight 
of their hurts and disabilities, added 
to that of their years, and are in cry- 
ing need of help from the country 
they saved.” 


PROSPECTS OF CURRENCY LEGISLATION. 

The probability that any radical 
currency legislation will be enacted at 
the present session of Congress is, to 
say the least, remote. So “losely are 
party lines drawn in the Senate, and 
so prejudicial are the rules of that 
branch of Congress to the progress of 
legislation which is confroated by or- 
ganized opposition, that any measure 
of currency reform can be defeated at 
the pleasure of the minority. The op- 
position to currency legislation along 
the lines laid down in Secretary 
Gage’s annual repcrt is particularly 
strong and active in the Senate; hence 
there is little prospect that any defi- 
nite results will be accomplished in 
the direction of currency legislation at 
the present session of Congress. 

But there will be a general and ex- 
haustive discussion of currency prob- 
lems. The question of the standards 
will receive most thorough considera- 
tion on both sides, and on all sides, 
before the close of the Congressional 
session. The free-silver advocates 
will have their innings, and will be 
allowed an opportunity to talk to 
their hearts’ content—a privilege 
which is dearer than life to the aver- 
age apostle of free-silverism. The

Somewhere in the dense haze with 
which the currency question has been 
surrounded there is a solid nucleus 
of common sense and imperishable 
truth. If the impending discussion 
of the question in Congress will bring 
the country any nearer to an under- 
standing of the truth, and an affilia- 
tion with the common-sense phases 
thereof, by all means let it proceed 
without let or hindrance. 

What is most needed is an honest 
and thorough understanding of the 
currency question. The truth cannot 
suffer from honest discussion. Error, 
alone, has cause to fear the white 
light of publicity. Therefore, let the 
discussion go on, and may the truth 
be vindicated, even though no radical 
changes in our currency laws be ef- 
fected at the present time. 


If the citizens of Chicago can have 
a mail delivery every two hours, why 
should not other cities of the country? 
The carrier service ought to be so ar- 
ranged as to give all cities equal mail 
facilities in every. respect. Chicago or 


New York is no better than Podunk 


or Kalamazoo, and it seems extraor- 
dinary that the legislators of the 


,country do not make such a protest 


against this commercial favoritism on 
the part of the government as will re- 
sult in a more equitable and just di- 
vision of the force of mail carriers, 
for which we all pay. The eastern 
cities are so full ofthese servants of 
over 
each other, but a western city bas 
difficulty in getting enough of them 
to make the color of mail carriers’ 
uniform familiar to the general public. 
There ought to be a square deal in 
this matter.

The Touching Story of a Brave 
Confederate. 


[St. Louis Republic:] At a recent 
meeting of the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy at Baltimore, a poem 
by Ella Wheeler Wilcox was read. The 
poem is eulogistic of a young Tennes- 
see Confederate soldier, who preferred 
death to dishonor. 

Mrs. Wheeler wrote the poem for the 
Confederate Veteran, and in a note to 
the editor she said: 

“I have never worked harder to pro- 
duce what I desired. I began fully 
twenty poems before I wrote this one.” 


Here it is: 
SAM DAVIS. 
When the Lord calls up earth’s heroes 
To stand before His face, ? 
Oh. many a name unknown to fame 
Shall ring from that high place! 
And out of a grave in the Southland 
At the just God’s call and beck, 
Shall one man rise with fearless eyes 
And a rope around his neck. 


For men have swung from gallows 
Whese souls were white as snow, 
Not how they die nor where, but why 
Is what God's records show. 

And on that mighty ledger 
Ta writ Sam Davis's name— 

For honor’s sake he woujd not make 
A compromise with shame. 


The great world lay before him, ’ 
For he was in his youth, 
With love of life young hearts are rife, 
But better he loved truth. 
He fought for his convictions, 

And when he stood at bay, — 
He would not flinch or stir one inch 
From honor’s narrow way. 


Thev offered life and freedom 
if he would speak the word; 
In silent pride he gazed aside 
As one who had not heard. ’ 
They argued, pleaded, threatened— 
It was but was breath; 
‘Let come what must, I keep my trust,” 
He said, and laughed at death. 


He would not sell his manhood 
To purchase priceless hope; 
Where Kings cast down a name and crown 
He dignified a rope. 
Ah, grave! where was your triumph? 
nd death! where was your sting? 
He showed you how a man could 
To doom and stay a King. 


Ard God, who loves the loyal 

Because they are like him, 

I doubt not yet that soul shall set 

Among His cherubim. 

Oh, Southland! fling your laurels; 

And add your wreath, oh, North! 
Let glory claim the hero's namo, 

And tell the world his worth. 

The bronze head of Sam Davis was 
one of the most admired works of art 
in the Parthenon of the Tennessee 
Centennial. 

This bust, executed by Julian Zoll- 
ing, represents a nobly-formed head; 
the boyish face conveys an impression 
of courage, strength and sweetness. 
Many visitors were attracted to this 
bit of bronze; singularly enough, many 
of them had never before heard of 
Sam Davis and his tragic death. Here 
is the story: 

In 1863 Gen. Bragg sent a number of 
picked mén, as scouts, among them 
Sam Davis, into Middle Tennessee in 
order to gain information concerning 
the Federal army; he wished to know 
if the Union’ army was reéntering 
Chattanooga.

Dodge, move from Corinth to Pulaski, 
and on Friday, November 19, they 
started to reiurn to their own camp, 
each man for himself, and bearing his 
own information. 

Late that afternoon they were cap- 
tured by the Seventh Kansas Cav- 
alry, known as the “Kansas Jay- 
hawkers,” taken to Pulaski and put 
in prison. 

Important papers were found upon 
the person of Sam Davis. In his sad- 
dle-bags the plans and fortifications, 
as well es an exact report of tne led- 
eral army in Tennessee were found. 

A letter intended for Gen. Bragg was 
also found. 

Gen. Dodge sent for Davis and told 


make; that he was a spy, and did not 
seem to realize the danger he was in. 
The general also remarked kindly that 
Davis was a young man, and that it 
would be well for him to tell from 
what source his accurate information 
concerning the Federal army was ob- 
tained. Davis had made no reply un- 
til this time. Then he said: 

“Gen. Dodge, I know the of 
my situation, and am willing to take 
the consequences.”

Gen. Dodge remonstrated with the 
young prisoner, and insisted that he 
tell the name of his informer.

HALL OF INDUSTRY. 


—— 


PERMANENT HOME PRODUCTS EX- 
HMIBITION FORMALLY OPENED. 


Speeches, Mutual Congratulations, 
Good Things to Eat, and Much 
Panch Strictly in Order The Hall 
Comfortably Crowded. 


The Permanent Home Products Ex- 
hibition was formally opened last night, 
and probably twenty-five hundred peo- 
ple were in attendance. 

Though all of the exhibitors had not 
yet succeded in getting their goods 
displayed, there were enough to give 
the hall a very attractive appearance. 
The length of the hall is 386 feet, run- 
ning from Main through to Los Ange- 
les street, with a width of 71 feet on 
Main street. The main aisle is eighteen 
feet wide, with a row of booths on each 
side. There is a row of booths running 
down the center of the hall, interrupted 
by a large fountain’ sustaining an 
aquarium well filled with Japanese 
gold fish. The base of the fountain is 
tastefully surrounded with ferns and 
various other potted plants: At the 
left and opposite the fountain, are 
the offices of the secretary and direc- 
tors of the exhibition; also a ladies’ 
dressing-room, with a band stand over- 
head. 

At the extreme end of the hall is the 
assembly room, or what will later on 
be used as a produce exchange, cap- 
able of seating 600 people. In this room 
refreshments were served. The hall was 
brilliantly illuminated with six 2000- 
candle-power arc and 260 incandescent 
lights. 

At 8:45 R. H. Herron, chairman of 
the Exhibition Committee, made a few 
remarks pertinent to the occasion, and 
formally declared the Permanent Home 
Products Exhibition open. He said he 
regreted that all of the exhibitors had 
not succeeded in getting their wares 
displayed, but that everything would 
be in proper shape by Monday evening, 
when the hall would be thrown open to 
the general public. 

Fred L. Baker, president of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
‘tion, made an address in which he ex- 
tended to the people of Los Angeles, 
and especially to the ladies, a cordial 
invitation to visit the hall and become 
better acquainted with home products. 

Mayor M. P. Snyder was then intro- 
duced and responded as follows: 

MAYOR SNYDER’S ADDRESS. 

“It has sometimes occurred to me 
that we of Southern California do not 
fully appreciate that we live in the 
most perfect land under the _ sun, 
where all the conditions of life are the 
most favorable. We who have resided 
here for a few years cannot help be- 
ing impressed with the truth of this, 
and it seems to me that it should be 
the personal duty of every fortunate 
resident of Southern California to aid 
in dissemination of facts regarding it. 

“The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association is an important factor in 
this important work, and the city of 
Los Angeles is to be congratulated 
that it possesses ©o enterprising and 
progressive a body. We know that 
every day brings it renewed health 
and vigor. Here by reason of perfect 
health, man occupies a high plane, 
with more energy and a large ambi- 
tion, which enables him to accomplish 
great results. He conceives and car- 
ries out large enterprises to add to the 
eae fund of pleasure and prosper- 
ty. 

“This, the opening night of a perma- 
nent home-products exhibition in the 
city of Los Angeles, is a most notable 
epoch in the history of phenomenal 
progress. When the old settlers—the 
pioneers—stop for. a moment to think 
of the past, they scarce believe what 
they see today is real. Sometimes it 
seems a dream to me, when my mind 
carries me back to those days when 
this was a sleepy pueblo, a town of 
scattered adobes and a handful of 
hardy, contented people. How differ- 
ent from today. We havea city of 
about one hundred and ten thousand 
people, a city of handsome buildings, a 
city of wealth, culture and refinement— 
the queen city of the great West. 

“Everywhere is heard the noise and 
bustle of a metropolis. There are all 
kinds of factories, and the number is 
increasing rapidly, so rapidly as soon 
to entitle Los Angeles to classification 
with the great manufacturing centers 
of the United States. A _ large per- 
centage of the consumers’ supplies is 
manufactured here. Business is being 
kept right at home. Even the material 
for our big steel blocks are turned out 
at home. It is these conditions that 
will force Los Angeles ahead and 
make it a Chicago. 

“This permanent home-products ex- 
hibition, the work of that grand or- 
ganization, the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association, will do incalcu- 
lable good. It will act as a stimulus 
to home industries. It will ever keep 
before the eye of the consumer the fact 
that Los Angeles can produce as good 
an article as any other section of the 
country. It will keep money at home. 
Every one of us should help along the 
good work. I know that every mem- 
ber of the city government is heartily 
in sympathy with the efforts of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, and will at all times be found 
ready and willing to place his shoul- 
der to the wheel of progress. 

“I want to state right here the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion is proving itself one of the great- 
est factors in the upbuilding of the 
city of Los Angeles. It is engaged in 
a noble work. Permit me to say, in 
conclusion, that I wish for this under- 
taking unbounded success, and that I 
bespeak for it the hearty support of 
every good citizen.” 

OTHER SPEECHES. 

Hon. J. S. Slauson represented the 
Chamber of Commerce. He said that 
Gen. Forman, president of that body, 
was to have been present; that his ab- 
sence was something unavoidable. 

Mr. Slauson remarked that many 
members of the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association were members of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and that 
he was there to greet them in their 
new home, and give them assurance 
of the friendship and esteem of the 
Chamber of Commerce. He then spoke 
of the advantages of patronizing home 
industries. 

P. M. Daniels, president of the Board 
of Trade. made a brief speech He 
said the Board of Trade was com- 
posed almost entirely of wholesale 
dealers, persons directly interested in 
the rapid development of the country. 
He said he believed this could only be 
successfully brought about through the 
manufacturers. If Los Angeles were 
to be the greatest city west of the 
Mississippi River, more factories would 
have to be established. At present 
there are but 300 factories of all kinds 
in Los Angeles, and that number 
should be doubled. 

Col. H. G. Otis was discovered to 
be in the room, and a speéch was de- 
manded of him forthwith. He _re- 

nded as follows: 

“Ladies and gentlemen: I was called 
up here to sit down, but while I am 
up I will express the common senti- 
ment which I know prevails here, that 
this exhibition may develop~it.is not 
yet fairly begun—that it may develop 
into something very creditabie to Los 
Angeles. I believe that when our 
people undertake a home enterprise, 
it is almost sure to be a success, and 
this is only one of the many = steps 
which Los Angeles has taken in the 
splendid progress she is now making. 
In my judgment, there is no spot in

EDITATION, in the mind of the 
M man, savors of the medi- 

eval monk and monasteries. In these 
days of imperiouc mercantile demands, 
this art of personal silent intercourse 
with onesself has little place. Even 
the capacity for absorption in thought 
on high and uplifting themes is in 
peril. What power we are thus daily 
losing we may never Know. 


When the Roman soldier at the fall 
of Syracuse came upon old Archime- 


des working mathematical problems 
in the sand, and challenged him toa 
salute the Roman insignia, the only 


reply he received from the deeply en- 
grossed geometrician was, “Get out of 
my light.” Nothing could break into 
the sacred cloisters of his thought, 
where he held communion with the 
greatest realities of life to him. This 
was not a pitiable freak of absent 
mindedness that cost Archimedes his 
life, but it was a deliberate shutting 
out of mind the world about him, in 
order to accomplish the discovery of 
new principles and powers for a larger 
life. This is what makes the Archime- 
des of the world. 

As a practical power in every walk 
of life, to arrest men and bring them 
back to the only true lines along which 
the human soul can grow to its largest 
capacity, well directed meditation can- 
not be overestimated. 

This may be contrary to the general 
supposition, ,for meditation seems to 
this busy age to have in its very na- 
ture something intangible, visionary, 
unpractical. Let us see. 

Two things must be remembered: 
First, that a man’s soul is the place 
of his greatest possible growth. He is 
only great as his soul is great. He 
reaches his highest stature as a spir- 
itual man. A certain pugilist was a 
most perfectly developed physical man, 
but the physical overshadowed both 
the mental and spiritual, and he will 
be remembered as a brute. 

The most illimitable field for a man’s 
growth lies on his spiritual side. He 
has power in this inner world of his 
soul as nowhere else to move on to- 
ward the highest and holiest, and lay 
hold upon the deepest and most en- 
during things possible to human char- 
acter. The spiritual, as a part of every 
man’s nature, and as the field of his 
greatest growth, is not vividly enough 
grasped by this practical age. The 
wants and longing of his spiritual na- 
ture are not thrust upon him as are 
the other wants of his being. Hence 
the spiritual nature is not so keenly 
appreciated. But for all that, the soul 
is the place of the most conspicuous and 
enduring growth, and we must realize 
tt in order to grow. 

The second thing that needs to be re- 
membered in order to give meditation 
the right place in ourlivesasa means 
of growth. is, that all growth is silent 
and inward. 

This is true in spite of the fact that 
we measure growth by increased diam- 
eters, longer scepters of power, and 
larger accumulations of wealth. This 
is the bias of our times. We are im- 
atient with anything invisible or si- 
ent, and have little faith in its actual 
reality. We stand on this point while 
every analogy of nature is against us. 


OUR MORNING SERMON. 


SHOULD WE “MEDITATE” NOWADAYS? 
By Rev. Wm. Chalmers Covert, 


Pastor Merriam Park Presbyterian Church, St Paul, Minn. 
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The strongest forces of God’s natural 
world are silent and invisible. Elec- 
tricity, that strange, urgent fluid, now 
such a necessary factor in the business 
life of the world, flows on in a current 
as silent as it is invisible. The myster- 
ious energies bound up !n a little seed, 
strong enough to burst a mighty rock, 
passing through their marvelous evolu- 
tions from inert nothingness to final 
flower and fruitage, never break the pro- 
found silence nor exploit their wonder- 
ful secrets. So it is with the growth of 
a man’s soul; and, viewed in this light, 
meditation seems to be more in harmony 
with our ideas of power. 

We cannot, however, declare that 
there is power for growth of soul in 
meditation, and urge it as a profitable 
duty upon busy men of the world, with- 
out first making clear what kind of 
meditation we have in mind. Is this 
some visionary, monkish conception, or 
is there enough substance in it to com- 
mend it to practical reasoning men, who 
are really anxious to be the best and 
do the most in this life of which they 
are capable? 

The kind of meditation that this 
workaday, material age needs, if it is 
to have serious, thoughtful men and 
women in state and society amd 
church, must have one large character- 
istic. It must be practical. It must be 
practical or it will not only be useless, 
but contemptible in the eyes of the 
world, in spite of its holy theme. Old 
Peter, the Stylite, stood for a whole 
generation om a high pedestal meditat- 
ing and preaching before the people 
without apparent results. On the 
other hand, Rev. Francis E. Clark, DD., 
the founderer of the Christian Em- 
deavorer Society, also meditated, but 
his meditation was struck through with 
a practical spirit, and over two million 
of young people were gathered into 
the Christian Endeavor banner within 
a decade. 

Meditation in order to our growth 
must be related to some outward pur- 
pose and controlled by it. It is not 
revérie. Reverie is the mind on a pleas- 


j ure trip, and its most unimportant con- 


sideration is its destination. It enjoys 
the beauties and pleasing experiences 
of the journey and is satisfied. 

Neither will mere lofty, abstract 
thought enlarge a man’s soul without 
some practical comnection with lif& It 
may even distract him, and throw him 
from the track of large usefulness in 
the world. 

Nor can meditation, thus qualified, be 
mere thought about one’s self. That 
may be belittling to ae man under cer- 
tain circumstances. Beyond a certain 
point introspection becomes an  un- 
healthful process, and makes men des- 
perate and pessimistic. 

The great characteristic of helpful, 
strength-breeding meditation for which 
we plead, that which makes it the most 


‘practical force in the world for build- 


ing character, js that it be in live, ac- 
tive touch wlio this needy outward 
world. It then becomes a man-making 
power. 

This misunderstood and ill-appreci- 
ated process of mind of which we speak 
is @ man’s soul retreating into itself, 
not for refuge and rest, but in order to 
emerge again clothed with greater, 
nobler powers for service in the world 
about him. 

We are now at the point where the 
practical meaming of our text falls 


with great force upon us. 
ready for the conclusion. . 

The mighty power in meditation is 
testified to by the text when it says. 
“As he thinketh in his heart so is he.”’ 
In other :words, you become in this 
world amd the next just what your 
thoughts are. You grow in their direc- 
tion and into their quality. Their in- 
ward beauty or ugliness inevitably 
sets in the outward forms of your 
character. Little thoughts make little 
souls; great thoughts, great souls. Dr. 
Jekyl and Mr. Hyde are not the char- 
acter products of outward circum- 
stances, but of the overmastering 
power of silent thoughts and passions. 
As Dr. Jekyl thinks in his heart so is 
he. As Mr. Hyde thinks in his heart 
so is he. 

In view of the fact that we become 
as we think, and are made bad or good 
by our thimking, it is vitally im- 
portant that we dwell with proper 
thoughts. Men must meditate on that 
which they desire their lives to embody. 
This busy, money-making day of ours, 
when men’s spiritual natures are being 
dwarfed by the overtaxing duties of 
mercantile life, amd thus hindred in 
the highest achievements of character, 
needs to have this duty of thoughtful 
meditation thrust upon her. 

Busy, drudging men and women, in 
defense of your souls, seize upom the 
lofty paths of noble thinking, and keep 
to them in spite of distractions. Fol- 
low them into the fields where the fra- 
grance of pure thoughts born of the 
perfect, untainted life and character of 
Jesus Christ exhales all about you. 
Meditate practically upon the great 
right thoughts of life, its relations, its 
duties, its responsibilities, its highest 
development. Think soberly of its 
experiences, sweet or sad, and build a 
right philosophy out of them. As those 
who live forever and become as they 
think, grapple in your thoughts serl- 
ously with the great themes suggested 
by what you are, by what you ought to 
be amd by what you may become. 
Above all, in order to the highest life, 
meditate on God and your relations to 
Him as He reveals Himself to you, 
And know, that by His grace, through 
this very process of meditation on Him 
and His character and your duty to 
Him, you are to be finally brought as 
the termimal product of your soul’s 
growth unto His likeness. 

Thoughtful men and women, when 
the fashion and breath of your char- 
tcter and the progress of your soul to- 
ward God’s likeness depend om the 
quality and direction of your thinking, 
there is certainly thrust upon you a 
responsibility that no serious mind cam 
deny nor honest heart desire to elude.

We remember this story of Saul, who 
was on his way to Damascus breath- 
ing out threatenings and slaughter 
against the disciples of the Lord, and 
who as he neared that ancient city was 
stayed in his course by the bright light 
which shone from the heavens, and he 
fell speechless to the earth, hearing at 
the-same time the voice which cried, ‘‘I 
am Jesus whom thou persecutest. It 
is hard for thee to kick against the 
pricks.” 

How often are we, like Saul, kicking 
“against the pricks,’ rebelling against 
God’s dealings with us, and dissatis- 
fied because God’s way is not as our 
way. If we look very carefully and 
seriously at ourselves, searching our 
hearts and the motives which govern 
us, we shall see how prone we are “to 
kick against the pricks,” or, in other 
words, to rebel against everything

The 
monthly expenses of Uncle Sam are 
about $30,000,000, so that a little fur- 
ther improvement is all that is neces- 
sary to meet them. That is bound to 
come as soon as the surplus of foreign 
goods is consumed. Moreover, there is 
now cash in the treasury to the value 
of $211,000,000, to which ig goon to be 
added the amount to be paid the gov- 
ernment by the purchasers of the 
Union Pacific. There need be no fear 
of bond issues under this administra- 
tion. The Republican party knows 
how to comduct business. It has the 
happy faculty of always working to- 
ward a surplus. In the bright lexicon 
of its record and its hopes there is no 
such word as “‘deficit’—that is found 
only in Democratic vocabularies and 
used only under Democratic ‘wdminis- 
trations.

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Trade in 
stocks today was of small proportions, 
even for the day’s brief session. The 
market generally left off with a steady 
tone, with a slight recession in values. 
No outside interest was @pparent and 
traders transacted most of the busi- 
ness. Comrmission-houses had but few 
orders ejther way. Consolidated gas 
and metropolitan street railway and @ 
few special issues monopolized traders’ 
attention. Sugar declined fractionally. 
The stock market for the week in 
most cases has resulted in a frac- 
tional! decline. The favorble factors in 
the situation outnumbered the others, 
although the disturbing features were 
regarded as of greater importance. 
Among the grave affairs in the situa 
tion from the speculative standpoint 
were the New England cotton strike 
and the possibilities in China, Cuha 
amd the consideration by the Senate 
of the resolution that government bonds 
may be paid in gold or silver. While 
no radical legislation at this time was 
expected concerning either silver or 
Cuba, the professionals made the most 
of the situation with a view of bring- 
ing about reaction, and were practically 
successful. At the same time the for- 
eign markets were uvershadowed by the 
possibility of the European powers be- 
coming embroiled over China. On the 
other hand, there was much to justify 
an optimistic view on prices. These 
were satisfactory trade conditions, im- 
mense inoreases in railroad receipts, 
large exports, Scarcity of failures in the 
commercial world, easy money ang the 
fact that over four-fifths of the Illinois 
Certral’s $15,500,000 of bonds had been 
taken for domestic account. Egypt and 
Russia, usual sources of supply for Eu- 
rope, were reported to be importing

Railroads located 
in the extreme northwest and western 
sections of the country largely dis- 
counted the expectations of the in- 
creased traffic resluting from the pros- 
pective immigration to the newly-dis- 
covered gold fields, where they would be 
dependent largely upon the United 
States for supplies. There were im- 
provements ranging up to 8 per cent. in 


’Oregon Navigation stock, and 9% in 


Oregon Improvement consolidated. 
Conflicting advices regarding the prob- 
able success of the Hawaiian treaty 
were reflected in Sugar fluctuations. 
Other influences were statements re- 
garding the position of insiders as to 


stock or favored a further decline. 
After recovering a range of nearly 3 
points Sugar closed with % improve- 
ment. 

The bond market for the week dis- 
played a striking degree of strength in 
special cases, which embraced liens of 
companies operating in the Pacific 
Northwest. Some interest was attached 
to the speculation in Seattle, Lake 
Shore and Eastern firsts, owing to the 
fight for the control of the property by 
two leading railroad systems, which 
was reflected in an enhancement of 
18% in the price of issue. The transac- 
tions for the week were $20,271,000.

Extraordinary Rank Statement. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—The Financier 
says the extraordinary increases in the 
principal items of the bank statement 


for the week ending January 22, which 


is in a measure unprecedented, consid- 
ering the short space of time required 
to send the figures to the high limit at- 
tained, are not all mysterious. Taking 
the course of the last year’s flow of 
money from the interior, it is found 
that the surplus reserve of the banks 
stood during the full week in January 
at $33,000,000 and three weeks later at 
$57.000.000, a gein of $24,000,000. At the 
end of the month this amount had been 
increased another $2,000,000. The 1898 
conditions have not been widely differ- 
ent. Three weeks ago the banks re- 
ported $15,708,000 surplus reserve. On 
Saturday the same item stood $31,275,- 
200, which goes to show that tthe banks, 
despite the amazing increase for the 
week, have accumulated eight millions 
less excess money than in a similar 
period at the beginning of 1897. In fact 
the deposits of $22,859 900 last week was 
almost equalled by the second week in 
January, 1897. It is interesting to recall 
that investments in sterling loans were 
heavy and these conditions are not un- 
like with the exceptions that no bank 
failure epidemic is now affecting the 
West as during the early part of 1897. 

“An analysis of the holdings of in- 
dividual items of the hanks for the past 
week reveals the fact that, although one 
bank gained nine millions in deposits 
and was apparently able to loan it all, 
the greater banks, with few exceptions, 
show heavy gains. The expansion of 
$12,477,000 in loans, of course, tends to 
ewell the deposit.item and with the 
$11,021,400 increase in cash, accounts 
for the deposit gain. This money is 
coming from the interior for the most 
part. and while a larger quantity than 
usual is going tnto commercial paper, 
the bulk is loaned on the street and per- 
haps on sterling loans. 

All the items are @hove any hereto- 
fore recorded, but it should not be for- 
gotten that the treasury statement has 
large especial deposits in the banks as 
a result of the Union Pacific settlement 
and the withdrawal of this money may 
be expected soon. Its importance as a 
factor in the market is not to be un- 
derestimated. New York banks, even 
with investments in foreign credits will 
probably have difficulty in putting out 
the funds now eccumulated here, and 
there is apparently no reason for leav- 
ing government deposits in banks. 
Never before has the situation pre- 
sented so many conflicting features, but 
stripped of:ambiguity the strong posi- 
tion of the United States is clearly re- 
vealed. This country, through its

CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—Trade_ started 
brisk at an advance for May wheat of 
% a bushel, and about as much in 
July. Half an hour of moderately- 
active trading eufficed to bring the 
price back again to yesterday's closing 
figures and for some -time thereafter 
business almost ceased. The Liver- 
pool wheat quotations were from %%¢d. 
to 4d. higher. This and the absorp- 
tion by the Leiter party of all the 
“calls” offered yesterday afternoon 
were the only features of news which 
even mildly interested speculators, and 
was not enough to inject any activity 
into the market. 

The shipments of wheat and flour 
from both coasts for the week were 
equal to 2,926,000 bushels, against 5,- 
229,000 bushels the previous week. That 
Suggested a small total from all 
sources to Europe this week, much less 
than their estimated requirements, 
and additional bullishness on that ac- 
count, it was thought, might be de- 
pended on next week in reports from 
European markets. Liverpool corn- 
trade news represented Continental 
stocks of wheat and flour about 11,- 
500,000 bushels less than they were a 
year ago. Beerbohm estimated United 
Kingdom requirements January 1 to 
April 30, at six million bushels lees 
than indicated supplies. The same au- 
thority expects the world’s shipments 


tal of 5,000,000 bushels. 

Chicago receipts were forty-one cars. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported 349 
cars received, against 343 the previous 
Saturday, and 1186 the corresponding 
day of 1897. The Atlantic’port clear- 
ances were small at 180,000 bushels, 
wheat and flour. 

Closing cables from Paris noted from 
5 centimes to 15 centimes improvement, 
and from Antwerp a decline of 12% 
centimes for one kind of wheat and un- 
changed for the other. Heavy snow 
was reported falling all over the win- 
ter-wheat country, and as this was the 
best thing possible for the coming 
crop, it had a depressing effect on the 
market during the latter part of the 
session. May wheat opened at 92%, 
reacted to 91%, then recovered to 
92%, but declined again to 91%@91%, 
and at the close was bringing 92. July 
opened at 84%@84%, declined to 83%, 
and closed at 84@84%. 

Corn was practically at a standstill. 
Only the narrowest kind of a scalping 
trade was done and prices were con- 
fined to a bare %-cent range. The feel- 
ing was easier, if anything, on expecta- 
tions of increased receipts following 
the colder weather. May ranged from 
29 to 28% and closed unchanged at 
28%, @29. 

All the little trading in oats was at 
one price, 23%, except a few lots shortly 
before the close, which sold 1-16 lower. 
Cash department was equally dull. 
The market has inclined downward, 
but business was too dull to admit of 
any material decline. May closed a 
shade lower at 235%@23%. 

The market for provisions, in the 
main, was very dull.

THE COUNCIL COMMITTEE DISCUSS 
THE GARBAGE QUESTION,

Board of Health Recommeads 
Dumping it at Sen—Plans for 
the Normal School Building Ac- 
ecpted—Lawyer Off to Kiondike. 


SAN DIEGO, Jan. 22.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A meeting of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Common Coun- 
cil to consider the garbage question was 
held Friday afternoon, but it was an 
executive session, and just what was 
done is not known, but from state- 
ments made by members of the com- 
mittee it is believed that there is a 
possibility that the old scow method 
will again be adopted in a somewhat 
modified form from what it has here- 
tofore been. 

The City Board of Health has decided 
upon recommendations to make to the 
Council for their guidance, from a san- 
itary point, and if these recommenda- 
tions shall be followed, only kitchen 
and decaying meat and vegetable gar- 
bage and dead animals Will be taken 
to sea. Combustible refuse will be 
burned, and manure will be dumped in 
some out-of-the-way place, to be used 
as fertilizer. The members of the Bcard 
of Health have assured the members of 
the committee that the dumping of 
garbage, if far enough from shore, is 
as safe, from a sanitary point, as a 
crematory could possibly be. But there 
is a difficulty in this method, in the 
way of obtaining proper wharf facili- 
ties. No part of the waterfront can be 
found where a garbage wharf could be 
built without a fight, and a very hard 
fight at that. 

It is estimated that the cost of car- 
rying garbage to the sea would be very 
much less than previous plans, and at 
the next meeting of the Council it is 
expected that some definite action will 
be taken. 

NORMAL SCHOOL PLANS. 

After two days’ poring over the plans 
of the proposed normal school building 
for San Diego county, the board of trus- 
tees last night decided to accept those 
offered by Hebbard & Gilt of this city. 
The plans have been referred to an 
Executive Committee composed of the 
San Diego members of the board, with 
power to secure such modifications as 
are necessary. 

The building, according to the plans 
accepted, will be about 400x52 feet, two 
stories high, and when completed will 
cost about $100,000. This year, however, 
the board will expend only about $35,- 
000 of the $50,000 appropriation, reserv- 
ing the balance for equipment and 
teachers’ salaries. The $35,000 will, it is 
estimated, build one wing and the main 
portion of the building, and finish the 
ground floor. 

The working plans are to be drawn 
embodying the modifications desired by 
the Executive Committee, and these 
plans must then be approved by the 
Governor and Secretary of State, after 
which the contract for the construc- 
tion of the building will be let and work 
begun on the structure as soon as pos- 
sible, It is expected that the first ys ortion 
of the building will be completed by 
the first of January next. The archi- 
tects will be required to give a bond 
of $5000 to enter into a contract, if re- 
quired, to erect the building for the 
amount of their estimate. This step was 
taken to insure the State against costly 
mistakes. 

BEVINGTON FOUND GUILTY. 

“Jack-the-Ripper”’ Bevington was yes- 
terday found guilty of assault with a 
deadly weapon with intent to commit 
murder, and he will be brought into 
court January 31 to receive his sen- 
tence, which, according to law, must 
be not less than one ‘year nor more 
than fourteen years in the State’s 
Prison. The assault was committed 
upon Henry Washington (colored,) on 
the night of October 10, in Gumbo 
Slough, and was the result of a quar- 
rel between the two men over the lat- 
ter’s wife. Bevington became enamored 
of the negress, and when the husband 
interposed an objection to his atten- 
tions Bevington tried at once to fill his 
hide with lead. Only one shot, however, 
took effect, and that was in the leg of 
the fleeing Washington. This is the 
second time Bevington has attempted 
to snuff out the life of a fellow-being. 
The time before he escaped with only 
a light sentence in the County Jail. 


SAN DIEGO BREVITIES. 


During December seventy mortgages 
were recorded in the Recorder's office 
of this county, aggregating $64,930. Dur- 
ing the same month there were 114 re- 
leases, aggregating $146,510, the re- 
leases thus exceeding the mortgages by 
forty-four in number and by $81,580 
in coin, all of which is -proof positive 
that the San Diego county property- 
holders are lifting the mortgage bur- 
dens from their homes.

A. M. WILLIAMS BOUND OVER FOR 
ILLEGAL USE OF MAILS. 


Society of Pioneers Will Hold a 
Golden Jubilee Monday—I.. E. 
Casner Files a Petition in In- 
 solwency—William McKee Found 
Guilty of Assault. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 22.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) A. M. Wil- 
liams, recently arrested at Riverside 
by Deputy United States Marshal 
Pourade, was arraigned this morning 
before United States Commissioner 
Cole and was bound over to answer in 
the courts to the charge of using the 
mail for fraudulent purposes. 

The plan was to send a ietter to 
someone, the contents showing it to 
be intended for someone else. The 
contents were intended to arouse the 
cupidity of the recipient, who was ex- 
pected to fall into the trap by follow- 
ing directions contained in the letter. 

W. F. Baker of Banning received 
such a letter, and promptly turned it 
over to the Federal authorities, who 
wrote a decoy letter, as a_ result of 
which Williams was taken into cus- 
tody January 6 at Riverside. 

The original letter sent to Baker has 
already been published. “The letter 
sent by the postoffice inspectors in an- 
swer to the decoy letter is appended. 
It is typewritten, on a letterhead bear- 
ing the inscription “The Interstate De- 
teotive Association, represented in 
ery State in the Union.” The letter is 
dated “Coronado Hotel, January l, 
1898,"" but Miss Mabel Meredith today 
testified that the letter had been dic- 
tated to her on the date ngmed and 
struck off on the typewriter in the 
office of Curtis & Curtis, this city, 
where Miss Meredith is employed as 
stenographer. The letter reads: 

“CORONADO (Cal.) Jan. 1, 1898. 

F. Baker, Esq., Banning, Cal.— 
Dear Sir: Recently you received and 
opened a letter by mistake that wes 
intended for another of similar name. 
Instead of returning it to the postoffice 
with explanation, you sought to profit 
by its contents and secure the pay- 
ment of a certain promissory note 
therein by impersonating the _ real 
owner and forwarding said note to his 
wife, with the understanding that she 
should send the proceeds of the note to 
you in cash, in an accompanying en- 
velope addreesed to yourself under an 
assumed name. The wife received the 
note and was about to send the money 
to you, when who should put in an ap- 
pearance but the real husband himself, 
who declared that he had never re- 
ceived a letter at your postoffice. 

“T have before me the affidavits of 
this husband and wife in support of 
the alleged facts. The note, now 
nearly paid, and the return envelope 
which you addressed to yourself, I 
photographed and.mailed to you as a 
decoy. I have also made inquiries and 
ascertained that this decoy envelope 
was eventually delivered to you, and 
that your general character is consid- 
ered good. 

“Now, my dear sir, this association 
has been retained to prosecute you to 
the full extent by the man whom you 
impersonated, who would have lost 
more than $160 had your plan suc- 
ceeded, and he is justly very indignant. 
Your object was to swindle, and the 
Federal law defines your act as ‘use of 
the mail for fraudulent purposes,’ and 
fixed a penalty of two years’ imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary and $1000 
fine. The motive and the evidence 
against you are conclusive. Your for- 
mer good standing ané@ social stand- 
ing lead me to favor settlement rather 
than public exposure, prosecution and 
disgrace. I have just telephoned Mr. 
Baker this view of the matter, which 
he reluctantly accepts and authorizes 


—_--- 


me to settle with you for $50 and re- 
ceipt in full adjustment, which will 
barely cover his expenses to us. Should 
you accept these terms, you may remit 
by bank draft, express order, or post- 
office money order, payable to the or- 
der of James E. Spencer. If you have 
any doubts about the serious position 
you have placed yourself in, you had 
better see competent counsel at once 
and give him all the facts of the case. 
Unless we hear from you within a 
week from this date, I shall consider 
that you intend to fight the case, and 
it will then become my duty to eub- 
mit the above-named affidavits as a 
basis for your arrest, and swear out a 
warrant before a United States com- 
missioner, charging you with fraudu- 


lent use of the mail. Trusting that 
you will follow the line of least re- 
sistance and act more wisely in the 


future, I remain, yours truly, 
“J. E. SPENCER.”
